A GLANCE AT THE SITUA2ZION IN 

MARYLAND. 

DISCORD IN THE DEMOCRATIC RANKS, WHILE 
THE REPUBLICANS ARE UNITED AND 
HOPEFUL OF SUCCESS. 

Batrorore, Md., Sept. 8.—The Republi- 
an State Central and City Executive Com- 
‘mittees will hold a joint session here to-mor- 
row and make arrangements for holding the 
State Convention and Mayoralty primaries. 
The Republican State Convention will be held 
on Thursday, Sept. 27, just one week after 
the Democratic Convention. In many of the 
counties the Democrats have elected delegates, 
and in every instanée, with the exception of a 
sohtary deiegate from Calvert, they are all op- 
posed to the renomination of Hamilton for Gov- 
ernor. At the Democratic primaries in Balti- 
more a sturdy fight will be made by the Govern- 


or’s friends in every precinct, and the result 
in the city will decide the Gubernatorial ques- 
fon. The Hamilton leaders say that even if 
be does not get a vote in the counties, and 
Carries the 2] delegates in the city, which will 
be far from a majority of the convention, the 
party, will be compelled to take him up because 
y can only win by getting the solid vote of 
timore. Outside of the city there is 1,000 
Republican majority in the State, and the 
voice of a solid Hamilton delegation in 
the convention could not be disregarded 
with impunity. The Governor has been 
credited with saying that he would work 
against the party unless he was renominated, 
and thus permitted to continue the reforms in 
the corrupt State Government which he began 
four years . He will make a speech in 
Baltimore this week. It will be supplementary 
to the scathing letter he wrote some weeks 
ago exposing the rascalities of the leaders, 
and it is ss that he will show that the 
abuses which he so severely criticised and 
the party troubles which he so earnestly 
deplored are to be laid at the door 
of one leader, Senator Gorman. Such aspeech 
from Gov. Hamilton would create a big sensa- 
tien, and a friend of the Governor said he 
would make some facts known bearing upon 
present Democratic movements which would 
create profound surprise and sadly demoralize 
the anti-Hamilton men. So far Gov. Hamil- 
ton bas not indviged in personalities. He has 
avoided placing the responsibility for the exist- 
ence of evils upon the shoulders of any person. 
His letter, which, while severe, was gen- 
eral in its tone, drew forth a_ reply 
aud a denial for Senator Gorman, and 
if, following this denial, Hamilton charges the 
leader of the Maryland Democracy with the 
responsibility of the irregularities, it will 
create a surprise indeed and probably break 
up the powerful alliance which has been 
formed in the city between Senator Gorman’s 
friends and the Young Democratic Associa- 
tion, a body which was organized for the pur- 
of securing fair primaries and decent 
party methods. This done, Hamilton would 
undoubtedly carry the city as against either 
the Hon. Robert M. McLane or Mr. William 
Keyser, one of whom will receive the support 
of the anti-Hamiiton men. 

The outlook is gloomy for the Democrats all 
over the State, and the situation complicated 
and dangerous, Few of the leaders predict a 
victory, and many of the malcontents openly 
prophesy defeat and declare their intention of 
contributing te such a result. The Repub- 
licans, on the other hand, are united and well 
organized. There are now no factional differ- 
ances in the party, and the State Convention 
will be harmonious, and will put up capable, 
clean-handed, and popular candidates. 


BOOMING ARTHUR IN CHICAGO. 
§ POLITICAL SHADE TO BE THROWN UPON 

THE RECEPTION OF THE PRESIDENT. 
Caricaco, Sept. 3.—President Arthur will 
arrive in this city by a special train over the 
_North-western Railroad at 2\0’cloct to-mor- 
tow afternoon. A meeting of prominent citi- 
wens was held to-day, and to-morrow the 


chief Executive will be tendered a public recep- 
tion at the Grand Pacific Hotel, A committee 
of eighty was appointed to receive the Presi- 
dent and party. There is a general under- 
standing that the reception will take on more 
or less of a political character, and for that 
reason local politicians look at the result with 
much interest. The people at large are in- 
vited, and the intention is said to be 
to upa popular demonstration as the ini- 
movement of an Arthur boom in the 
North-west. The theory is that the President, 
by his personal presence and shaking the 
bands of a few thousand people, can command 
& powerful factor in influencing the next Cor- 
vention. It is stated thatseveral of the Logan 
managers have foreseen this, and have been 
—— discouraging the reception for fear of 
injury that t ensue to the Senator’s 
ces. 

On the other hand, some of the friends of 
the President announce that they will not in 
any way interfere with a solid Logan delega- 
tion from Illinois, and that they merely want 
to assure a friendly second-choice feeling for 
Mr. Arthur, The fact that Collector Spalding 
‘was putin charge of the arrangements by a tele- 
gram from Secretary Lincoln is cited as an im- 
portant consideration by those who believe that 
the reception 1s to be managed as a purely 
political scheme, It should stated, how- 
ever, that the President is understood to have 
said before leaving here that on no account 
would he consent to a public reception which 
hed the slightest suspicion of politics in it, 
and it is quite probable that the political 
scheme is being engineered by over-zealous 
friends, who may possibly be rebuked for their 
exertions. ;

ONEIDA COUNTY REPUBLICANS. 

Urica, Sept. 3.—The Republicans of 
16 towns of Oneida County, including the 
city of Rome, have elected delegates to Dis- 
trict, Assembly, and County Conventions, 
Wherever there has been strife it has been 
over the district delegates, with refer- 
enee purely to their preference for Su- 
preme Court Justice. Of the 16 towns 
the solid delegations from 8 are credited 
to W. E. Scripture, three to W, B, Sutton, 
two to William H. Bright and three are di- 
vided. The Second District is already apparent- 
ly secured for Mr. Scripture. The Lee cau- 
cus, Third District, concluded a resolution in- 
structing in favor of Scripture with these 
terms: “ And we further declare and affirm 
that it isthe right and duty of the people and 
tax-payers to take part in the selection of our 
Judges, and not leave the same wholly toa 
lawyers’ ballot.” This is only one of several 
indications that the lawyers’ Jun’ bailot seems 
likely, as predicted at the time, to prove fatal 
to the favorite.

All but 18 or 20 of the 6,300 
money order offices have received their supply 
promptly and in good order, and the depart- 
ment feels satisfied with the work done by the

SHOT DOWN BY A WOMAN. 
—_———_»———— 
A COLD-BLOODED MURDER ON THE STREETS 


OF PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Sept. 3.—A murder 
that startled the upper part of the city was per- 
petrated this morning from a front window of the 
house No. 1,055 North-front-street. The victim 
was William Meno, a mechanic employed in 
Disston’s saw factory. The murderess was his 
mistress. She said she was his wife. Two men 
started together this morning at 6:30 o’clock from 
the house No. 319 North Front-street to their 
work at Disston’s factory. They were Wil- 
liam Meno and his father, William J. 
Meno. The younger man was slight and 
spare, with light hair and a_ straggiing 
blonde mustache. He carried his dinner wrapped 
in his coat beneath his arm. The bundle pro- 
truded over his left breast to a point not quite 
over his heart. Father and son chatted to- 
gether as they walked with a crowd, 
of their fellow-workers down Front- 
street three blocks to the house No. 1,055. It has 
two front parlor windows three feet above the 


ground. As they arrived in front of it a pistol- 
shot rang from the north window. Both men 
looked up. unharmed, to the window. 
They both saw a smoking revolver, a 
white * firm hand clutching i, and 
the face of a woman which both knew. It was 
that of Emma Bickel, the mistress of the son. The 
father dodged andthe son started back. Then 
came a second shot, and William Meno was 
struck just above the heart, the edge 
of the bundle under his arm making 
a mark for the bullet. He ran forward the space 
of four house fronts, then fel! on his knees, then 
upon his side, and then rolled over upon his back. 
His father raised him to a sitting posture. At the 
same moment the woman passed out of the 
house. She was tall, full-figured, and of regular 
features, and bad durk hair and eyes. At the door 
she was met by the tenant of the house, Mrs. 
Horner, the wife of a shoe cutter, return- 
ing from her morning's marketing, who 
cried, “What is the pistol shot?’ “Yes,” 
replied the murderess calmly, “I shot 
him.” Then she walked down the street and 
looked at her victim. As she approached the old 
man looked up a moment from his son's body 
and cried to the crowd about, “There’s the 
villain who did it.” Then she walked up 
the street a shbert distance and was ar 
rested by Officer Mulvey, who took from her a 
nickel-mounted seven-shooter of 22 calibre. She 
was taken to the Tenth District Station-house, 
whence she was sent to Moyamensing Prison by 
Magistrate Becker. Meno was earried to Le- 
suge’s cigar store across the road, where 
be died in 15 minutes without word or 
sign. At the station-house the woman gave 
her name first as Emily Meno, the wife of her vic- 
tim. When questioned she retracted this and 
said her name was Beckei, the wife of Edward 
Beckel, a mechanic, who Hves in a court on 
Fourth-street, a little below Girard-avenue. To 
Police’Sergeant Cooper she sald she had lived 
with Meno for four or five years without being 
married to bim. To Officer McGuecken she said 
Meno had ruived her financially. Further than 
this she did not speak, but maintained a cool de- 
meanor until the vehicle which was to take her to 
prison was driven to the door. Then she cried 
ont, ** My God, ddn't take me to prison.” 

Six weeks before the same woman had obtained 
aseatinthe same window through the interces- 
sions of afriend of hers—Mrs. Abel, who lives at 
No. 27 Otter-street. around the corner from the 
scene of the shooting. Her piea was that she 
desired to see her husband, Meno, who 
had deserted her, pass from his work. 
She saw him pass with his father 
and then came away, saying that while the two 
were together she would not trouble the son. Ac- 
cording to the story of Meno’s mother, this is not 
the only evidence of premeditated violence which 
she hasshown. Her history is acurious one, and its 
thread has before this led through the police 
courts, though she, be it said, always appeared in 
them as acomplainant. Eleven years ago the girl 
was remarkable for her beauty. premature in its 
development for she was but 16 years of age. She 
was English by birth and lived with her parents 
William and Ann Sherry,respectable English people. 
The father was thea employed in Disston’s fac- 
tory. She fell in love with E. Bickel, to whom her 

arents were strongly opposed. She married him. 

or five years they lived together. The 
first two years, according to the man’s 
story, were happy. Then dissensions arose. 
The neighbors of the pair give her 
a bad —— for ill-temper. The husband 
speaks of her violent and frequent attacks upon 
him, an attempt at suicide, and of suspected in- 
fidelity. She, however, was the one to leave him, 
six years ago, after divorce proceedings which 
seem never to have been completed. They 
bad one child, which went with her. Prior 
to this time she had known Meno, whohad worked 
with her father as an apprentice in Disston’s fac- 
tory. She, however, had not conceived the violent 
affection for him which she has since shown 
until after her separation from Beckel, who, 
her mother says, her a_ fearful 
life. Five years ago this Fall the intimacy 
between the two began. They kept a restaurant 
on Fourth-street forga while. Here their troubles 
began. Meno’s family claim, and with some a 
pearance of truth, that the woman became giddy 
and infatuatéd with the company of a number of 
variety show people, anda, if not unfaithful to Meno, 
was to her business, which certainly went to the 
bad. Menoleft her and refused to live with or 
support her. She has, it is said, persecuted him 
ever since. 


- RELIGION IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


ROMAN CATHOLIC CHILDREN OF ATLANTA 
WITHDRAWN FROM THE SCHOOLS. 

AtLanta, Ga., Sept. 3—Yesterday at high 
mass the Rev. Father Hennessy announced in the 
Catholic church here that on the morrow male 
children of Catholic parents should attend a school 
in the basement of the church, taught by the 
Sisters, and that those who continued to send their 
children to the public schools should be deprived 
of the sacraments. In this school, he said, they 
would be saved from the demoralizing influences 


of the public schools. “ Know, therefore,"’ said he, 
“that all who shall send their children to other 
schools shall be forbidden the rites of the church 
while living, and deprived of Christian buriai when 
dead.” Thies morning 50 pupils, hitherto perme f 
the public schools, reported at the Sisters’ schoo 
There are about 200 such scholars all together 
and it is expected that by the end of the week all 
will have taken desks in the parochial schools. 
Hitherto the denominational question has not 
played an important part in the Georgia schools, 
due perhaps to the fact that in Savannah, Augusta, 
and other places where the Catholics are strong, 
by tacit understanding they have been permitted 
to use the schools and bold religious instruction 
after legal hours. The Catholicsof Atlanta several 
years agosought similar privileges, but were baikea 
by the attitude of Senator Brown and Congressman 
Nathaviel Hammond. members of the Board of 
Education, who refased to agree to the subterfuge 
by which the State would be compelled to pay for 
religious instruction. Last year Bishop Gross is- 
sued an order that all girls should leave the pubile 
schools ia Atlanta, and it was obeved by all except 
one family. It is intended to make the breach 
more complete now, and to insist upon a division 
of the school fund, which they hope to gain by 
judicious combinations in local elections,

MR. WHITE'S ATTEMPT AT SUICIDE. 
HaRtTFORD, Sept. 8.—William H. White, one 
of the dest known and most respected citizens of 
Hartford, attempted to commit suicide by tak- 
ing poison to-day. He was suffering from 
derangement superinduced by domestic be- 


reavements. About a year ago Mr. White 
was so unfortunate as to lose a little son, 
Willie, a bright boy of 18. He had been sent to 
pay a gas billand dropped unconscious on Front- 
street bridge, near the gas-works, walle he was 
returning hume. Before aid could reach him he 
was dead. Mr. White was much affected by his 
boy’s fate and was rather given to fits 
of despondency. The death of his brother-in-law, 
the Hon. Juhn 8. Dobson, of Vernon, lust Decem- 
ber added to his melancholy, and his fits of depres- 
sion became more frequent. Lately his hallucina- 
tions took the form of constant fearof the expo- 
sition of petty thefts that he imagined himself 
to have committed. He fei] intoa habit of think- 
ing that his friends meant to slight him. No 
amount of geassurance on the part of his family 
or friends could dispei this idea. A short time ago 
Mr. White made his will, and on Saturday he ad- 
dressed a sea'ed envelope to each of the members 
of his family and to his sister, Mrs. Dobson. In- 
closed in the letters was a message saying, ** When 
you receive this I shall be dead.” The doctors 
think to-night that there is a slight chance of his 
< aoine fe but that even if he does his mind will be 
affected.

EVENTS IN THE OLD WORLD 


CHINA DEFENDING HER RIGHT 70 
THE CONTROL OF TONQUIN. 

AN ARMY OF FIFTEEN THOUSAND MEN AD 
VANCE UPON HAIDOUNG AND DEFEAT 
THE FRENCH FORCES. 

Loxpon, Sept. 8.—China has gone to war 
against the French occupation of Tonquin. 
Open hostilities were begun suddenly and 
after many acts on the part of the Chinese 
Government which indicated that so far as 
China was concerned the Tonquin trouble was 
settled. 

Fifteen thousand Chinese troops have been 
moved out from the army of 30,000 which was 
massed on the Tonquin frontier right after the 
French were repulsed and Capt. Rivierre was 
killed at Hanoi. The order of march was not 
given until after China was informed that the 
French, after taking Hué, the capital of 
Annam, had compelled the Annamites to sign 
aconvention recognizing the French occupa- 
tion and France’s right to supervise the collec- 
tion and distribution of the Customs duties and 
certain of the taxes. China, it is understood, 
made no official remonstrance against this 
convention, for the reason that she had pre- 


viously, in an ultimatum to the Frencb, stated 
explicitly that she would accede to no French 
occupation that did not recognize Chinese 
suzerainty over Tonquin, the vassalage of 
Annam to China, and China’s right to collect 
port dues in Tonquin. 

While no definite information is at hand 
upon the subject, it isthought in Government 
circles here that China considered the French 
conduct in compelling the Annamites to sign 
the Hué convention as an act of war against 
the Chinese rights, and at once decided to fight 
without further pariey. 

The 15,000 troops moved beyond the frontier 
were hurried across the Tonquin country lying 
between that frontier and the Song Koi River 
in Tonguin in a south-westerly direction. 

The troops lost no time in crossing the Song 
Koi River and in marching straight upon 
Haidoung, one of the first places taken by the 
French after they succeeded in mastering 
Hanoi. At the approach of the Chinese troops 
toward Haidoung the Annamite forces, under 
French su ision, marched out in force to 
oppose their progress, The Annamites were 
repulsed by the Chinese, who at last accounts 
were fighting their way toward Haidoung. 

The forward movement of the Chinese 
troops across the Song Koi Valley and River 
has taken the French by surprise. It is. be- 
lieved that the Chinese have already taken 
Haidoung. It is sup that, if they, suc- 
ceed in taking Haidoung, the troops will 
next march against Hanoi. The advance army 
is being well =e by the army massed 
at the frontier, which is being constantly re- 
inforced. 

A Chinese gunboat has gone ‘out from Foo 
Chow asescort to a fleet of merchant vessels. 
The Chinese squadron at Shanghai is being 
rapidly loaded with troops and ammunition. 
A torpedo service is being put in readiness as 
fast as possible. The city is all bustle and ex- 
citement over the sudden warlike activity. 

The correspondent of the Standard at Vi- 
enna says the'Chinese Government intends to 
issue a formal protest to the great powers de- 
claring that the treaty of peace between 
France and Annam signed at Hué is void, as 
the King of Annam was forced by the French 
to sign it. A dispatch to the Standard from 
Hong Kong states that the French General. 
Bonet, has demanded of the War Department 
an additional reinforcement of 5,00U men, The 
country is still suffering from floods. The 
French Admiral has issued a notice declaring 
all the ports of Annam, including Saigon, in a 
state of blockade.

THE IRISH AGITATION. 

FEARS THAT BERNABD GALLAGHER HAS 
TURNED INFORMER—DAVITT’S SPEECH. 
Guaseow, Sept. 3.—The nine Irishmen 

who have been arrested here on charges of be- 

ing connected with attempts to destroy prop- 
erty by dynamite have been known to the 
police as Fenians, and have been under sur- 
veillance for several months, Appliances for 
making explosives and infernal machines have 
been discovered in the houses of the prisoners, 

The Irish here have become much excited 
and scared upon a report that Bernard Gal- 


lagher is to turn informer. The nine pris- 
oners now in custody on suspicion of — 
Fenians were examined privately to-day. 
attempts at hostile demonstrations will be 
suppressed, and special police precautions 
have been taken with a view to prevent any 
attempt to rescue the prisoners. 

Dus.in, Sept. 3.—A mass-meeting was held 
on Sunday at Cappamore. The police were 
present in force, and press reporters were in 
attendance. Michael Davitt delivered an ad- 
dress, in which he made the statement that by 
the tyrannical operations of landlordism in 
Ireland 6,000 householders had been deprived 
of their homes within the quarter ending on 
July 1. Mr. Davitt contended that the ques- 
tion of the complete abolition of landlordism 
must be kept before the people. The Land act, 
he said, if not a failure at the present time, is 
rapidly becoming so, and not one-sixth of the 
tenant farmers of the country have yet suc- 
ceeded in having their rents fixed. He urged 
the peopie to be resolute and calm, and not to 
lose their self-control. 

It is reported at Tralee that a woman who 
testified against the Ballyord moonlighters in 
March, 1882 has been shot dead in Australia. 

The Boards of Guardians throughout Ireland 
have passed resolutions demanding the amend- 
ment of the Land act. 

The recent storms have almost totally de- 
stroyed the grain and other crops in the south 
of Ireland. The authorities fear a renewal of 
rent agitation owing to the distress consequent 
upon the loss of the crops. A general strike 
against rent is thought to be imminent.

Leigh, a landtord, of New-Ross, Ireland, who 
had incurred the dislike of the populace owing 
to his opposition. to the Land League.

THE CHAMBORD OBSEQUIES. 


A POPULAR DEMONSTRATION IN HONOR OF 
HIS MEMORY—THE ORLEANS PRINCES. 
Panis, Sept. 8.—The remains of the Count 

de Chambord were conveyed from Frohsdorf 

to Wolkersdorf on Sunday morning, and were 
sent from there to Goritzin the evening. All 
the inhabitants of Frohsdorf accompanied the 
procession from the chfiteau to the station. 

The cortége consisted of a force of local volun- 

teers and the intimate friends of the deceased 

man. The coffin was placed in a railway car- 
riage which was elaborately draped in black. 


At Goritz the railway station was heavily 
hung with black drapery. in the streets 
through which the procession marched many 
black flags and draperies were displayed trom 
the public buildings and residences. A plaster 
cast of the Count’s face was taken, and the 
Duke of Sagnan made a sketch of the body as 
it lay in state. 

The funeral cortége was composed as fol- 
lows: First were members of all the corpora- 
tions in the town, bearing tapers. Next was 
the funeral car, drawn by six horses. Another 
vehicle followed laden with wreaths, Prince 
Thurn and Taxis, alone, representing the Em- 
_— Francis Joseph, was next. Then came the 

uke of Parma, the Grand Duke of Tuscany, 
Don Carlos, Don Alfonso, and the Count of 
Bardi. Following them were 5,000 French 
Royalists, French deputations bearing bap- 
ners aud wreuths, and workmen's aelegates 
from Paris, Lyons, and Brittany brought up 
the rear. The route of the procession was 
lined with infantry. Fifty thousand foreign- 
ers were present to witness the obsequies. 

A meeting of French Royalists was held 
this afternoon to draw up an act of adhesion 
to the Count of Paris. Count Monti, leader 
of the Vendean Royalists, announced his ad- 
hesion to the Count of Paris. Gen. Charette 
summoned a meeting of former Pontifical 
Zouxves and informed them that the Count of 
Paris relied upon his and cheir sipport. 

A requiem mass was celebrated at the 
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Church of St. Germain to-day for the repose 
of the soul of the Count de Chambord. The 
service was quietly performed. The church 
was filled and there were great crowds of 
people outside, There was no disorder. 

Gorirz, Sept. 8. —The refusal of the Orleans 
Princes to attend the obsequies of the Count 
de Chambord has created considerable sensa- 
tion. Over 5,000 Frenchmen are here. 
Groups are forming to prepare resolutions 
upon the death of the Count. Several 
Royalist notables declare that they will re- 
turn to Paris forthwith, and some have 
already started.

Loxpos, Sept. 3.—Further details of the 
wreck off Penzance, on Sept. 1, of the British 
bark G. I. Jones, from Bull River, 8.

Two successful swimming entertainments 
have been held at Lambeth in aid of the fami- 
ly of the swimmer Webb, who was killed in 
the Niagara rapids. 

The Government of Batavia has voted 
£5,000, and the Government of Java has given 


£1,000 for tne relief of the sufferers by the re- 
cent volcanic eruptions, 

The Russian Government has issued an edict 
forbidding the Poles from celebrating the bi- 
centenary of Sobieski’s raising the siege of 
Vienna on Sept, 12. 

Three British men-of-war have been ordered 
to the Straits of Sunda, to make a survey of 
the changes brought about by the recent 
voleanic disturbances. The British Steam 
Navigation Company has received ad- 
vices by telegraph from its agent 
in Batavia that commanders of vessels should 
be warned to avoid the passage between the 
Islands of Krakatoa and Sibesie, and notified 
that the passage between Krakatoa and 
Prince’s Island is navigable. 

Bern, Sept. 3.—The anniversary of the 
battle of Sedan passed off quietly. mperor 
William, accompanied by Count von Moltke, 
visited a panorama commemorative of that 
battle, just completed by Anton Werner. 

Paris, Sept. 3.—The Governor of New- 
Caledonia has received a petition from the 
notables of Noumea urging that France take 
possession of the New Hebrides, Two French 
men-of-war have started thither. 

A hurricane passed over the city yesterday 
spoiling the féte at the Tuileries fcr the benefit 
of the poor. An improvised theatre was de- 
molished. No lives were lost.

VIENNA, Sept. 3.—It is asserted in well-in-

The Orleans Princes have gone upon a visit 
to Gonnden. 

Baron von Mantenffel, commander of Al- 
sace-Lorraine, has joined Prince Bismarck. 
The Minister of War left Berlin ostensibly for 
a shvoting trip in the Tyrol, butit is generally 
believed that he has gone to Gastein, where he 
will meet Prince Bismarck. These movements 
are supposed to relate to the military question 
in Alsace-Lorraine. 

A violent storm has been'raging throughout 
Austria, To-day two iron electric light stands 
25 métres high, erected outside of the Electric 
Exhibition Building in this city, were broken 
off close to the ground by the storm. 

Corunna, Sept. 3.—In a speech at Mon- 
forte, while en route to this place, King Al- 
fonso thanked the French Directors who built 
the railway, which, his Majesty expressed the 
hope, would become an added link of union 
between France and Spain. 

The King arrived here to-day. He was re- 
ceived with many demonstrations of enthu- 
siasm, the populace heartily cheering him. 
He met a cordial reception at all points dur- 
ing his journey. The King bas issued a de- 
cree restoring constitutional guarantees to all 
his subjects. 

ALEXANDRIA, Sept. 3.—The cotton press 
works in this city have been damaged to the 
extent of £50,000 by fire. 

NaPLes, Sept. 3.—During a thunder-storm 
at Grumo, near this city, yesterday, the 
foundation of a house was inundated, causing 
it to fall. Eleven persons were buried in the 
ruins. A heavy storm has prevailed on the 
Mediterranean Sea. It was especially severe 
on the western coast of Italy. 

Rome, Sept. 3.—A shock of earthquake was 
felt at Frascati yesterday, causing the ple 
to flee from their homes, but no material dam- 
age ensued, 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 3.—Prince Nikita 
has lett here for Montenegro, having fulfilled 
his mission. 

PaLERMO, Sept. 8.—Two hundred persons 
have been arrested in the Province of Girgenti 
on charges of brigandage. Among those ar- 
rested are a priest, several land-owners, and 
members of Communal Councils. 

SziceTVaR, Hungary, Sept. 3.—Serious anti- 
Jewish rioting occurred here during the night, 
the mob committing terrible havoc upon prop- 
erty. One person was killed and four were 
wounded. oops have been summoned, and 
are en route. 

Maprip, Sept, 3.—The royal order in rela- 
tion to the late insurrectionary movements 
provides that a delay of one month for officers 
anda week for Sergeants shall be granted to 
allow an appeal for royal clemency. Another 
order has also been issued, addressed to the 
commander of the Northern Army and to 
Captains in various districts. It provides that 
in case of any military outbreak all officers of 
rebellious regiments who abstain from the 
movement shall be court-martialed, in order 
that they may prove that they did their ut- 
most to induce their men to return to their 
duty, even at the risk of their lives. If the 
officers cannot prove this they are to be dis- 
missed from the servica. 

THE HaGueE, Sept. 3.—The condition of the 
district of Lampong, Samatra, is a terrible 
one, Everything in the alistrict for a dis- 
tance of five leagues inland has been de- 
stroyed. Thousands of dead are lying on the 
ground, and it is impossible to approach them 
for their interment, because of the natives be- 
ing furiously angered against the Dutchmen, 
whom they hold responsible for the calamity 
on account of the Acheen war.

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FIVE LIVES LOST AT A FIRE. 
THRILLING SCENES AT A BURNING BUILD- 
ING IN CINCINNATL 
Cincinnati, Sept. 8.—A stubborn fire this 
afternoon resulted in the loss of five lives and in- 
juries to others. The fiames first appeared in the 
rag house of Henry Dreman & Co., No. 230 Walnut- 
street. Before an alarm could be turned inthe 
whole building was ablaze and doomed. Adjoin- 
ing this building was the 7imes-Star establishment 
with a thin intervening wall. By the time the fire- 
men were on the ground the flames had broken 
through this wall and the press-room of the 7imes- 
Star was also ablaze, the flames shooting up the 
elevator shafts to the composing-room. The 
flames hardly gave the printers time for escape. 
One compositor avers that within 15 minutes after 
the first shout of fire was heard from Dreman 
& Co.’s building the composing-room floor 
of the Zimes-sStar Building went down. 
Dense crowds were soon on the ground, 
and there were many thrilling scenes. 
A sudden bulge In the wall of Dreman & Co.'s 
building caused the firemen to tremble. Dan 
Malone, at the top of the ladder, started to slide 
down and when half down struck John O'Keefe. 
age 30,cf Hook No.1, throwning him from the 
ladder to the ground, about 20 feet. He was picked 
up almost insensibie. He is severely out about the 
head and back and it is feared internally iniured. 
He was carried to Levi's store opposite, and the 
first words the brave fellow uttered were, 
“Don’t tell my wife as she is soon 
to become a mother.” The moment tbe 
two firemen fell from the ladder a groan went 
up from a thousand throats, Almost at the same 
time the entire front wall bulged, and Jack 
Schuler, who was on the other ladder, 
started to come down, when with an awful crash 
the wall fell, but crumbled at the bottom and did 
not fall out very far into the atreet. Schuler hung 
on with a death-like grip, and by a miracie the 
ladder caught on the extreme end of a joist and 
Schuler slid to the ground amid the cheers of ten 
thousand people, A reporter asked Schuler what he 
thought the chances of escape were when the wail 
fell. He said, “I thought my days were num- 
sores but I made up my mind to live as long as I 

could.” 

When the fire started Gus Huber, a packer at 
Dreman & Co.’s, was on the third floor. The 
flames had gained such headway that he was al- 
most cut off from escape. He made the perilous 
venture down the burning stairway and succeeded 
in reaching the y then floor, where he fell uncon- 
scious. He was burned horribly about the head 
and body, his face being burned almost to a crisp. 
He was taken to Keeshan’s and then to the hosp!- 
tal. He cannot recover. Fireman O’Neil was 
standing near the ladder when the wall fell in and 
was struck by a falling brick and knocked to the 
ground. He was carried to Keeshan's drug store. 

Mary Flynn, living at No. 26 McoMicken-avenue, 
jumped out of the third floor of Dreman’s building 
and broke her right leg, also receiving internal in- 
iene. Two girls named Déra Memken and Stella 

eirs, when the blaze started, were on the second 
floor of the Dreman Building, and, seeing that they 
could not get down the stafrway, jumped ont of 
the window. They were not dangerously hurt. 
Five others employed in Dreman & Co.’s building 
are missing and urdoubtedly perished. They are 
Mary Burke, Annie Lynch, Nellie Kelly, Rosa 
Sidde, and Mrs. O’Connell. 

The bulidings damaged by the fire are the large 
five-story buildings at Sixth and Walpnt, owned 
by Robert Crawford; No. 234 Walnut-street, be- 
longing to Robert Smith; No. 236 Wainut-street 
and No. 31 West Sixth-street, belonging to. Mrs. 
Clinton Kirby; Nos. 29 and 31 West Sixth-street, 
belonging to Mrs. Burney, of Saginaw, Mich., and 
the Dreman and 7/imes-star buildings. The esti- 
mated damage to the Dreman Building is $35,000; 
insurance unknown. Dreman’s loss on stoek is 
$30,000; partly insured. A. Strauss, Son & Co., rec- 
tiflers and distillers, at No. 236 Wal!nut-street, 
and No. 33 West Sixth, lose on stock $10,000; in 
sured. The 7imes-:tar Building, No. 230 Wailnut- 
street, belongs to G. B. Holilster’s heirs, and was 
damaged $10,000; insurance, $10,000. The 7isnea- 
star Company lost $10,000 at least, and if their 
presses are damaged it will be much more; insu- 
rance, $28,000. The other buildings mentioned 
were but slightly damaged. The /‘nguirer has of- 
fered the 7imes-Star Comeee facilities for setting 
their paper up, and the V ati will give them the 
use of their presses. These offers were made when 
the fire was at its height.

THAT SARATOGA TROUBLE. 
A MAN-EATER FOUND GUILTY—SENTENCE 
DELAYED FOR TWO DAYS. 

SaratToGa, Sept. 3,—The trial of the 
parties concerned in the affray at the race-track 
last Thursday was set down for this morning, 
but some of the defendants not being ready on 
account of the absence of material witnesses, 
Police Justice Shepherd granted a postponement 
until this afternoon. The first case called was that 
against Capt. Francis McCue, the Troy gambler, 
who interfered with Officer Freeman while the 
latter was making the arrests of the parties imme- 
diately cencerned in the fisticuff. The evidence 
bore only on that portion of the affair. The 
case was tried before a jury of six men, 
who were evenly divided, and who, after 
being out 35 minutes were, discharged. 


The trial of Michael Boylan, charged with an as- 
sault on Thomas Canary at the race-track, took 
place this evening. There was a large crowd pres- 
ent. The facts brought out by the evidence were 
substantially the same as have already been stated 
in Tae Tiomzs, Briefly, it may be said that George 
Law was playing faro in a low gambling 
bell in this village on the night of Aug. 
29. Thomas Canary came in, and a dispute arose 
between him and Law, in which mapy filthy epi- 
thets were used. None of the parties seem to have 
slept much that night. In the morning Law, in 
conferring with one Capt. McCue, a sort of go- 
between, finds one Boylan, or “Fleetwood 
Mickey.” paying a boy $1 to hunt him up. 
At the race-track on Thursday, Canary 
who was standing with his back to the traek in the 
betting booth near the auction pool stand, was in- 
sulted by George Law, who, it !s alleged, induced 
Boylan to strike Canary a tremendous biow. 
Boylan followed this assault up by chewing 
Canary’s face. Boylan claims that Canary 
struck him with a cane, but the evidence 
on that point is conflicting. Boylan, how- 
ever, got his teeth into Canary’s nose 
and held on until he was dragged off by the police 
offieers, who had great difficulty in separating the 
combatants. Boylan and Canary seem from the 
testimony to have been aequaintances and even 
friends for several years with no old grudge 
or disagreement to have vaused any quar- 
rel between them. The non-appeerance of 
Law at the trial owas severely com- 
mented upon by Mr. Foley, who appeared for 
the people, and the cannibalism of his alleged hired 
“heeler” was also used with effect in the address 
of Mr. Foley hefore the jury. Canary showed the 
marks which Boylan’s teeth made upon his face. 
The evidence was concluded sbortly after 
10 o’clock, and the case summed up briefly 
by Mr. Foley for the prosecution and Mr. 
Tefft for defendant. Justice Shepherd charged the 
jury, and after a brief consultation they returned a 
verdict of guilty. Suspension of sentence for two 
days was asked fer by the defendant’s counsel and 
was granted by the court. The prisoner was re- 
manded tothe custody of the Sheriff. The trial 
of McCue, in which the jury disagreed this after- 
noon, will be resumed in the morning.

A MECHANIC'S HORRIBLE DEATH. 

New-HaveEn, Sept. 3.—Joseph F. Johnson, 
a workman in the Manning & Bowman Silver- 
plating Factory, at Meriden, was torn to pieces to- 
day. He was fixing a heavy belt when he slipped, 
was carried over the main shaft,and before the 
machinery could be stopped was whirled around the 
shaft at least 300 times. The shaft was running 180 
revolutions per minute. With each revolution his 
body struck the ceiling, scattering tne bloodina 
thousand directions and making a most sickening 
speetacle. The belt had to be cut in several places 
before the body could be secured. The right fore- 
arm was torn off and felltothe floor. When placed 
upon a stretcher the only sigaos of life shown by 
Johnson were a few agonizing groans.

THE CRIME OF A FAITHLESS WIFE. 
LEAVING HER HUSBAND 8HE CONCKALS 
THEIR CHILD FROM ITS FATHER. 

READING, Penn., Sept. 3.—Detective Bridge- 
man, of Boston, left Reading to-day, having in 
custody the wife of C. M. Seiders, of Springfield, 
Mass., who was captured.in this city after a close 
and exciting chase extending overa period of three 
years. The woman, who was fashionably attired, 
is accused of having run away with a married 
man named F. J. Lyons, of Bridgeport, Conn. 
They took with them a 5-year-old daughter of Mr. 
Seiders, and to secure this child its father left 


nothing undone to run down and capture the 
guilty pair. A few days ago Mr. Seiders and the 
detective arrived in Reading and consulted the 
police. It was learned that Lyons and the woman 
arrived here three months ago. They rented a 
room on the ground floor of a building nearly op- 
posite the court-house for the sale ot sewing-ma- 
chines. Mr. Lyens isatall, dark com: lexioned man 
45 years of age. The woman is about 32, dark 
eyed, medium in height, graceful, lady-like, and 
handsome. Tney went as man and wife,and the 
woman passed much ot her time in the store, 
They obtained boarding at a private house on 
South Fifth-street, a fashionable thoroughfare. 
Detective Bridgeman and Chief of Police Kaucher 
were soon satisfied that Lyons was the man they 
Wanted and that the woman was Mrs. Seiders. 
Mr. Seiders aceompanied them to Lyons’s board- 
ing piace late last night and rang the 
bell. When he was admitted the lady 
of the house was startled to hear the 
object of the official visit. she directed them to a 
second story front suite’ of rooms where Lyons and 
the woman were s!eeping. They were aroused and 
when Lyons opened the door he expressed indigna- 
tion that a visit should be made at such an un- 
seemly bour. When Seiders and the deteetive were 
seen plainly in the Jight of the gas, Lyons and the 
woman were astounded and said nothing further. 
They were directed to dress themselves and were 
then taken toa hotel ana locked up in separate 
rooms closely guarded until! this morning. Seiders 
wanted his child and the officers finally succeeded 
in inducing the woman to confess that the girl was 
in North Adams, Mass. To-day it was decided to 
take the woman to Massachusetts, and if her story 
is found to be correct and the child found safe 
and well she will probably be released. Lyons was 
released from custody. Seiders was much affected 
when he was told that his daughter Mabel EH. was 
well and in good hands, Seiderssays: ‘‘In 1880 I 
was residing with my wife and only daughter in 
Springfield. I had then been married about six 
years,and our wedded life had always been pleasant. 
My home wanted for nothing. During the above 
year there came to Springfield from Bridgeport, 
Conn., this man Lyons, who has a wife and two 
children. He did not bring his family with him, 
but for some reason left them in Bridgeport, his 
native place, He became acquainted with my wife, 
and after a short acquaintarmce he induced her to 
ron away with him, they taking along my little 
girl I have been on the hunt ever since. I traced 
them from one placeto another, all over Massa- 
chusetta and through other States, but from some 
cause or anotherI could not catch up with them. 
Some timeago I learned they werein Philacel- 
phia, and I at once went to that city, but found 
they had left after being there a short time. About 
a week ago I was informed thataman named 
Lyons had opened asewing-machine store in Read- 
ing. I at onee wrote for a deseription of him, and 
soon received a reply which convinced me that he 
was the right man.”

ANOTHER UNLOADED PISTOL. 
A YOUNG WOMAN ACCIDENTALLY SHOT IN 
PHILADELPHIA. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 3.—The sharp report 
of a pistol-shot, followed by a woman’s screams, 
arrested the crowd on Chestnut-street this after- 
noon, in front of the jewelry manufacturing estab- 
lishment of Thomas M. Guilbert. Reserve Officer 
Newman rushed up stairs and found Miss 
Mary Fisher, 17 years old, with the blood 
streaming from a wound through the nose. 
The only other occupant of the room 
was Frank Stephens, a boy of 15, living at No. 844 
Tasker-street, and employed in the jewelry estab- 
lishment. The boy was bets frightened. He held 
in his hand a smoking revolver, which he handed 
over to the officer.

The 
ball took effect in Miss Fisher’s nose, shattering 
the bones and the base of the skull over the eye.

Miss Fisher corroborated young Stephens’s story. 
He was arrested, however, ard given a hearing 
belore Magistrate Martin, who agreed to admit the 
boy to bail on the evidence of a physician's certifi- 
cate that the wound was not mortal. The pbysi- 
cian in charge refased to issue the certificate, as 
he feared inflammation of the brain might result 
from the wound, The boy was consequently com- 
mitted to await the result of the girl's injuries. 
Miss Fisher was takento her nome, at No, 2,825 
Cambridge-street. 


FREIGHT-HANDLERS QUIT WORK. 
CHARLESTON, 8S. C., Sept. 8.—The freight- 
handlers employed by the South Carolina Railway 
Company in this city have inaugurated a strike for 
an increase of wages, and have all ceased work, 
causing some delay in the handling of freights. 
The present rate of wages is $1 35 per day, includ- 


ing Sunday and night work. The strikers demand 
$1 75 per day of 10 neurs, and 25 cents an hour for 
extra work. They are all white men. The rail- 
Way company has organized a force of white and 
negro laborers, and say they will be aole to carry 
on the work. 

A mass-meeting of all the journevmen carpenters 
in the city, white and black, is called for to-morrow 
night. for the purpose of organizing a union and 
securing an advance in wages. The carpenters 
now receive from $1 50to $8 perday. They want 
a uniform rate of $3, and if the meeting is success- 
ful will organize a strike for these figures. 


SHORTAGES IN WATER ACCOUNTS. 

Cuicaco, Sept. 3.—The experts employed 
by Supervisor Darlington to continue the examina- 
tion of the books of the previous administration 
have made a partial report of the shortages found 
in the water books of the town of Lake. The re- 
port shows that many of the present employes of 
the town are short in various amounts, and there 


has been a scrambling and scraping of the pockets 
of those implicated to get together a sufficient 
amount to make good the shortage. The experts 
say that over $100,000 are still unaceounted for i 
their examination thus far. Tbey have so far paid 
special attention to the Town Cierk’s and water 
accounts, but have imcidentally run across dis- 
erepancies that foot up to the above amount. 
This may be reduced by further investigation.

A revolver 
was onthe flo.r near Mrs. Patterson, and Boyd 
was arrested on the charge of baving fired tne 
fata! shot. The accused is prominentiy connected 
here, and the case excites much interest.

THE CONDUCTOR BLAMED 


RESPONSIBILITY FUR THE LONG 
ISLAND ROAD ACCIDENT. 
STOPPING AT AN UNAUTHORIZED PLACE TO 
PUT OFF A PASSENGER WHO WOULD 
NOT PAY, WITH A TRAIN CLOSE BEHIND. 

So far as can be ascertained the collision of 
Sunday night upon the Long Island Railroad was 
due chiefly to the negligence of George Johnston, 
the conductor of the Rockaway train. Just before 
the train from Far Roekaway, with three cars, 
reached Springfield on the way to Hunter’s Point, 
at 7:54 o’clock, Johnston had some difficulty 
with a passenger who declined to pay his fare, 
and signaled the engineer to stop the train at 
Springfield, in order that the man might be put off. 
This, according to the rules of the company, 
Johnaton had no right to do. Since his train waa 
not scheduled to stop at Springfield. The mau 
should have been put off at the next station, which 
was Jamaica. Johnston's train was already be- 
hind time one minute, and a train from Long 
Beach was only three minutes behind. Johnston, 
when his train stopped, did not order the reat 
brakeman, James McCann, to walk back and sig 
nal the Long Beach train, as he should bave done, 
although his train was standing at the end of adam 


gerous curve. lt was McCann’s duty, however. ta 
go back without orders as far as he could, with a 
red light and torpedoes, but be went back only & 
or 60 feet and waved his lantera. 

The engineer of the Long Beach train. Charler 
Claesgens, was meanwhile driving his engine along 
at the rate of 30 miles an hour when he round: 
ed the curve into wiich the track bends 
just before reachiag Springfield, and before 
catching sigbt of the red lantern saw the lighta 
ia the domes of the cars of the Rockaway train, 
200 or 800 feet away. He at once put on the 
vacuum brake and sounded his whistie. The en- 
gineer of the train abead at ence comprehended 
the situation, opened the throttle, and 
ahead. Had it not been for this man’s presence 
mind the accident would — have j 
much more disastrousiy. The Rockaway train 
not gone ahead more than 150 feet before the Long 
Beach train crashed into the baggage and s ing 
car behind, which was driven into the car in front 
of it. The locomotive of the Long Beach train- 
was driven back, forcing the tender through tb 
front of the pessenger car behind it. The end 
the passeuger car of the Rockaway train, which 
was struck by the, baggage car, wad 
crushed to pieces, and both ends were 
knocked out of the baggage car itself. Strangely 
enough, no one in the baggage car or in that por- 
tion of it which was devoted to a smokiug-room 
was seriously burt, nor was any one injured badly 
on the Long Beaeh train. It wasinthe passenger 
car on the Rockaway train that the damage was 
done. The seats were jammed together and 
every fixture ripped up and tern to pieces, 

People were jammed between the seats and cor: 
ered with the broken wood and iron. Searceiy 
any one escaped without a cutora bruise. Joba 
Hart, a yard-master at the Grand Central Station, 
was coming back from Rockaway with his wife 
and baby. He was thrown acrogs the car and hig 
head was crushed in. He was badiymangied. His 
wife was seriously injured, her hips being broken. 
The baby was unhurt. Henry Bolte, a milk 
driver, was sitting with a friend, Edward Cooper. 
Bolte was caught between the seats and suffered a 
compount fracture of the leg. His left hand was 
cut off atthe wrist. John Furman was severely 
injured, and many others suffered more or jess. 
The passengers on the two tralus were transferred 
to others and upon reaching Huater’s Point the in- 
jured were conveyed to their homes in pre eae | 
provided by the railroad company. The bodies 
the two dead men were taken in charge by 
Coroner Everitt, of Jamaica. They were 
identified yesterday by their friends and 
were removed to their homes in New-York.

None of these are seriously hurt. The father of 
Mrs, Hart said jast evening that Coroner Everitt, 
of Jamaica, whois also an undertaker and shoe 
maker, charged the wm $15 for taking Mr. 
Hart's body to his office and washing it, and $10 
more for bringing it to this City. 

An inquest will be held this afternoon in the 
Town Hall, Jamaica. The jury was im 

esterday morning at Jamaica, and viewed the 
Sodies before their removal. Johnston, who lived 
in Jamaioa, was arrested yesterday by order of 
the Coroner. He was admitted to bail in $3,000. 
He claims that he sent the brakeman back with a 
lantern, and that this was a sufficient precaution. 
Johuston ran his train into Hunter's Point imme 
diately after the accident. The Long Beach train 
was brought in early in themorning. McCann, the 
brakeman, was arrested at 8 o’clock last evening, 
on the platform at Valley Stream station. Hemakes 
this statement: “It bag be n given as a strict 
order that when a train stops it is the rear brake- 
man’s duty to fag the approaching train. This I 
did last night. I took my red lantern and waiked 
back about 800 feet to flag the Long Beach train, 
and when they rounded the curve they were ina 
such speed that the signal was useless. Whenl - 
left the Far Rockaway train the Long Beach train 
was notinsight. I went back as fast as I could, 
but did not see the train until ehe was round- 
ing the curve, and signals then were of no use.

CROPS IN VIRGINIA. 

RicHMonpD, Sept. 8.—In the extreme south- 
western part of the State to Lynchbarg, and thence 
south to Danville, the tobacco crop will, it is 
thought, from the present outlook, not average 
over 70 per cent, The corn crop in the same region 
will average generally about 80 per cent., except 
on low lands, where the uszal excellent crop will 
be harvested. In the great valley of Virginia, west 
of Lynchourg and norin to the Maryland line, it is 
thought the corn crop will not be quite an average 
yield on aecount of the drought now prevailing. in 
Central Virginia, or the black beit, tobacco pron 
ises not over 60 per cent. and corn about 70 per 
cent. In the southern portion of Virginia the cou- 
tinued drought is doing great damage tocrops. Un- 
lesa there is an early fail of rain the loss will be 
heavy. In some sections not more than haif a crop 
of corn will be made, and the same may be said of 
cotton and tobacco. In a majority of the counties 
no rain has fallen in several months of any conse- 
quence. The streams are drying up, and the mills 
cannot do more than ove-fourth the usual work.

HALL-STORMS AND PORESTS. 
From the London Timea, 
Our Geneva ‘ correspondent writes: ‘** At the 
annual meeting of the Swiss Foresters’ Society, 
whieh has recently been held at Zug, Herr Ryni- 


Ker, Chief forester of Canten Aargau and a mem- 


ber of the National Counoli, read an interesting 
paper on the effect of forests on hail-storms. The 
subject was diseugsed at the meeting of 1882, and 
an aecount ofthe discussion was given in the Ge- 
neva correspondence of the 7imes. The apparent 
connection between forests and hajl-storms was 
first pointed ont 20 years ago, but it Is only lately 
that the connection has been placed beyond doubt 
by a series of observations made in Aargau— 
observetions which are still going on under 
the direetion ot Herr Ryniker and of Profs, Colla- 
don and Dufour, of Geneva and Lausanne. Up 
te 1867, as related by Herr Ryniker, the alstrict of 
Murihad enjoyed a long immunity from hail- 
storms, but in that year and in 1867, 1869, and 1871, 


it was visited by storms so frequent and destruc- | 


tive astorouse general attention. A careful ex- 
amination resulted in the discovery that all the 
storms had broken at the same point and followed 
the same pob—< gap in the forest of Schiatt, on the 
orest of the Lindenberg, produced .partly by ordi- 
nary wood eutting, partly by a violent wind which 
had blown dewn many of the trees. This discovery, 
and the fact that other districts had suffered in 
like manner, suggested to the Chief Forester the 
idea of extending the inquiry to the canton at 
large. It resulted from this inquiry that in 
the three years in question damage had been 
wrought by hail-storms in Aargau tothe amount of 
8,000,000f,, and that im the south part of the canton, 
asia the north, the frequency of hail-sterms was 
in inverse proportion to area covered by forests. 
In the forest district ef Zofingen, with 40 per cent. 
of its surface wooded, there weretwo silght down- 
falls whieh occasioned damages estimated at 40,- 
000f.; in the districts of Lenzburg, Kulm, and Aar- 
gau, with 82 per cent. of land planted, there were 
six hail-storms, the losses;arising from which 
amounted to 290,000f,; in the district of Frei- 
mat, with 19 per cent. of its area wooded, 
the number of hail-storms was 10, and the 
damages amounted to 1,200,000f. The storms 
come generally from the south-east, the west, and 


| the north-weest, rarely from the north-east, and a 


hail-etorm pever passes a compact forest of pines 
planted on a height. Hail-storms move in column 
and form in the neighborhood of low-lying lands 
and well-cultivated valleys heated by the sun, and 
take the direotion of the prevailing wind, Scat- 
tered greups of leafy trees, even when planted on 
a height, are not aufficient to hinder the march of 
a column of hail, while fir woeds, even if they 
are small, make very effective barriers, especialiy 
when they happen to be in the path of the storm.”

THE GERMAN RAILWAY SLAUGHTER, 

Berurm, Sept. 3.—Seventeen men, 18 
women, and 4 children were killéd in the rail- 
road catastrophe at Steglitz yesterday. The 
train dashed into the midst of the large crowd 
killing, cutting, and hurling the people 
right and left. Most of the victims belong 
to the artisan class. After the accident 
the railway was found covered for 100 
yards with bodies shockingly mutilated. Of 
a family of five persons only one escaped. A 
sailor and a woman were decapitated. 
The engine was covered with pieces 
of flesh, bones, and rags, and was 
drenched with blood. The engine driver 
was overcome by the horrible sight, The line 
was blocked for several hours, The remains 
were gathered by torchlight by firemen and 
soldiers.

FAMOUS OOLONIAL RESIDENCES

INTERESTING TRADITIONS OF SOME OF THX 
EARLY VIKGINIA FAMILIES, 


Correspondence Richmond Dispatch, 

WILLIAMSBURG, Va., Sept. 1—To form 
some adequate idea of the royal scale on which 
the old planter of Virginia lived it is to 
visit the castle-like mansions where, in the midst 
of broad estates, surrounded byall tne

ere are a number of old portraits of historical 
personages belonging to the house, nearly ail of 
which at present are away for restoratiun, and 
nothing but their antique frames dangle along the 
wall. At every point of view Roseweil strikes the 
observer with its solidity of construction, but It ts 
not uatil you visit the cellar and there, under 
ground, view the massive arches and vaulted foun- 
dations whieh ee ny the stately pile above that 
its enduring qualities are fully realized and some 
estimate of the cost of such a building 
is involuntarily forced upon you. Every 
brick, besides the other material of the 
finest quality, was brought from E>giand, 
and some idea of its cost can be formed when !t- is 
known that the landed estates of Mann Page com- 
prised possessions in eight different counties, 
gregating over 26.000 acres. the proceeds from wh 
were inadequate to pay.off the debt.and co uent- 
ly a greater part of them had to besold toeffect a 
final settlement. In view of these facts it is. not 
surprising that Rosewell should be somewhat dilap- 
iduted and that a building whose construction 
came near bankrupting the fortunes of its buildes 
should new retain so little of its pristine splendor. 

Across the creek, opposite Roseweil, is ~ 
Shelly farm, the famous ‘* Wer-o-wo-com-i-co” 
the indians, where Powhatan had his royal wig 
wam, and whither historians generally agree that 
the captive John Smith was finally conducted, to 
be saved by the pitying heroism of Pocahontas. 
Shelly Honse was recently destroyed by an acci- 
dental! fire, and it is worthy of note that its owner 
is the only deseendant of the wealthy and iljustri- 
ous Pages who has any claim to or resides upon 
the possessions of her fathers. The Indian name 
of the place was retained for some time, but prov- 
ing too difficult for freaueut pronunciation it was 
dropped, and that of Shelly adopted. This name 
was suggested by the immense piles of oyster- 
shells found there, 

About a mile up the creek from Rosewell and 
Shelly is another old residence, whose antiquity is 
considerably greater than the former, and whose 
associations are equally as closely connected with 
| Virginia history as the latter. isis the ancient 
| Fairfield, built by Lewis Burwell, now owned by 
Mr. Cook, and called Carter's Creek. This curious 
old structure, while lacking the apparing appear- 
ance of Rosewell, is incomparably quainter and 
more picturesque. It is but two stories high, 
and has a gable roof. The chimney is exceed- 
ingly curious. It rises a short distance abeve the 
roof in a broad mass, when, separating, it is con- 
tinued in three tall, slender flues, which are again 
cennected at the top. Downon the broad part 
there is a square depression, whieh contains the 
initiais L. B., and the date 1674. The originai 

of the house was the letter T, with a length of 
| feet by 60 in the wings. Oneof the wings ha 
| been destroyed. the present shape isthe letter 
| Like all of the other old houses it has been more or 
| less modernized within, but some of the once nand-

The burial-ground of the Burwells presents the

brok d ed. O f th be 
bears an inseription, from which the following 
quotation is taken: “*To the sacred memory of 
Abagail. wife of Lewis Burwell, a descendant of 
} the illustrious family of Bacon." Now, it isa matter 
| of plain history that upon the collapse of what 
is known as his rebellion, Nathaniel Bacon 
| was concealed by wealthy friends and con- 
| neetions in Gloucester County, and after his 
death was secretly* buried by them. The 
| old Burwell house is said to be the place 
where the dying Bacon was secreted and baffied 
the search of the relentless Berkely. In support of 
this supposition it may be sald that the cellar of 
the house contains a secret chamber. In size it Is 
| about 10 by 12 feet. with a height of 9 feet. Ven- 
tilation is secured by a narrow slit in the wail that 
needa but a small vine or bush to effectually con- 
eeal it from sight. The only access to the chamber 
is through an obscure closet, in the floor of which is 
a trap-door so deftly jointed that onlg closest in- 
| spection reveals its existence. Itis also stated that 
a large tree once felled in a neighboring swamp was 
found to contain two iron initials. Those initials 
were N, B., and, of course, marked the spot where 
Nathaniel “Bacon was buried. But this story is 
uncorroborated, When and with whom it - 
nated could not be ascertained. While ignorance 

of Bacon's last reating-piace fs a source of 
to the inquiring student, after all, how much 
been lost? A secret burial was the only means of 
saving his body from deseoration, and the story 
of the youthful soldier whose courage and talent 
placed him at the head of a futile rebellien has 
been recorded in romance and history.

CURIOUS RECOVERY OF AN OLD MUSEZRT.

A very curious incident occurred a few days 
sinee, in connection with a dozen old muskets, 
which A. D. Adams Post. G, A. R., of Lyons, pur- 
chased of the United States Government. It seems 
that, at the beginning of the civil war, ameng the 
volunteers from Lyens waaa young named Charles 
Dunn.

They were 
ing looked over one afternoon during the 
soldiers’ encampment at Sodus Point by Homer 
J, Dunn, a brather of the dead soldier, 
when one of tha party noticed two 
large lettere © D, upon the butt of the 
gun. Attracted by the letters, a closer examina- 
tien of them showed the ful! name, * Chas. Dunn, 
earved less plainly upon the wood. Other carv- 
ings about the gun-stock, which are well remem- 
bered by bis intimate companions in the war, oon- 
vince all who knew Dunn that the musket was his, 
His brother has compared the carving on the 
musket with other carvings about his ald home, 
and finds them very similar. Considering the hun- 
dreds of thousands of similar muskets tered 
over hundreds of battle-fields, and the immense 
number stolen a sold during the war, it is, in- 
deed, strange that this gun should have found its 
way back to the home or its dead owner, and to 
the very Grand Army of the Repubilo post of which 
the only brother of the deceased is a member, 
Adams Post has formally presented Homer 
with the musket, of which : number ef‘photo- 
graphs have been taken and distributed about

A PRIZE-FIGHT TWICE INTERRUPT: 
ED BY POLIOE. 

DEMPSEY AND FORCE DRIVEN AWAY FROM 

BLISSVILLE, MEETING ON CONEY ISLAND, 

AND THEN PUT IN JAIL AT GRAVERSEND. 


The jail at Gravesend, as a section of Coney 
Yelan3 is anown, was adorned last night by “Jack” 
Dempsey and “ Harry” Force. Neither of them 
is a profeasiopal kalsominer, ard the ¢ccoration 
of the jail, ro far as they are concerned, consisted 
merely of their personal presence in twoof the 
tells. Both of the young men beloze in this City, 
and both of them are what are known to “ the 
gang” as emulators of the famous professor of 
Boston, Mr. John Longfellow Sullivan, or, in other 
words, “sluggers.”” They are of the varioty 
known as light-woights. They stopped in the jail 
last night becanse they were not able to make 
ponnections with the trains running from Coney 
Island to this City. And it wasn’t the fault of the 
trains. Chief of Police McKane and Justice Wil- 
Haws broke up the time-table so far as the two 
“bruiscers’ were concerned. Neither Dempsey 
nor Force wanted the time-table broken up, but 
they were not consulted. This was somewhat un- 
kind considering the trouble they had tn reaching 
Coney Island. Friends of the two raised a purse 
of $250, or it is alleged that they did so, and Demp-

Dempsey and Force met at 4 o'clock yesterday 
mornipg at Maguire's saloon, in Blissville. a sweet- 
smelling suburb of odorous Long Island City. sev- 
eral other persons met thereaiso. Maguire bas 
a ball-room in the upper story of bis house, and in 
that bali-room on Sunday a /ot of planks were laid 
on tbe floor and «bout them was stretched a clothes 
line. This formed a square ring 24 by #0 feet, and 
Maguire and a few choice spiriis who fnspected it 
nounced it “a daisy” and “good enough 
ior a siaughter-bouse.” Dempsey was in 
at ire’s when the favored spectators 
gathered in the bar-room. Force and his friends 
did not reach the saloon until nearly all of the 
beer Was gone and when foam was selling at 5 
cents a gluss. By a clock without any minute- 
band it was 5:30 o'clock. “Tom” McAlpine woke 
Dempsey up, and, after a vigorons use of the our- 
comb, pronounced him ready and eager for 
e fray. *‘Joe’ Fowler, the feather-weight Eng- 
lisbman, showed a “pat hand,” Queens full, 
lied in $1 25 with which some one opened a 
‘Jack vot,” and rubbed his hands gleefuliy togeth- 
as Capt. James C. Daly ied Harry Force and a 
poe uister into the second-story rear parior. 
“andy” Hanley and “Andy” Redmond smiled 
serenely at Frank Stevenson and “Charley” Eise- 
man, and “ English’ put 15 more degrees tip to the 
@ude’s derby hat he wore. Peopie from down 
— rushed up to the spot where the fight was to 
ve taken place, eawerto give a couple of dollars 
pach to seethe combat. They rushed away a great 
deal quicker when a deiegation of Long Island 
City’s finest force appeared.

It was then 6 o'ciook, 
acd not a blow had been struck, although the 
terms of the agreement were that the fizht should 
take place between 5 and 6o’clock. The party 
from Blissville wandered about town in various 
directions until 7:30, when tney met by accident at 
the Hamilton ferry. Horse cars carried them to a 
saloon opposite Guuther’s Coney Island Railroad 
station. Steam cars carried them to another saloon 
onConey Island which is called Elliott’s because it 
iskept by a man named Keenan. Elliott's saloon has

left Eliiott’s. On the other side of the way is a 
four-acre swamp, which is fenced in to keep the 
malaria from getting away. Inside this fence, and 
on the spongy earth, Dempsey and Force settled 
their little dispute, or attempted to do so. There 
Was ro ring, except an imaginary one, 
and this the 200 spectators encroached upon 
constantly, and the two bruisers were con- 
sequently well mixed up with the rest of 
the crowd. Mr. Harding acted as _ referee. 
Caspar Hauck and “Andy” Hanley acted as 
judges, and George Redmond, of Boston, officiated 
he time-keeper. Capt. James C. Daly and John 
Clenan acted as seconds for Force, and * Tom” 
McAlpine and “ Joe’ Fowler dia similar duty for 
Dempsey. Both of the men wore gloves that were 
a cross between buckskin mittens and boxing- 
gioves. With these they pummeled one another 
Curing nine three-minute rounds, and Dempsey 
drew the first blood in the third round. He had 
previously blackened Force’s right eye in the sec- 
ond round with a hard bit with his left band. 
During the second round a Gravesend constable, 
Johnson by name, tried to separate the combat- 
ants, He was vromptiy run off the field by 
the crowd, who “come dere for to see de 
fight.” and didn’t propose to have it interfered 
with. But the fight was interfered with. Inthe 
ninth round Chief of Police John Y. McKane and 
a party of Coney Isiand policemen came into the 
finciosure while Dempsey had Force's head in 
“chancery” and putastop to the procerdings by 
arresting both of the principals. The referee dis- 
appeared like magic, and made excellent time, for 
even a sprint runner, to the nearest railroad sta- 
tion. After the principals had been arrested the 


police forgot to kesp them in custody, and both | 


made their escape while Chief McKane was 
examining the gloves and remarking, in reply to 
Mr. “Tom” McAlpine's suggestion, that there was 
no fight and only a friendly boxing-match, that 
the gloves were soft and wouldn’t hurt any one.

building trades, and assert thata new union will 
be orvanized. Contractor James Keenan, who js 
doing the frame-work on the buildings being erect- 
edat Broadway and Twenty-second-street,was yes 
terday given notice by the delegates that he could 
find them at Twenty-sixth-street and Seventh-ave- 
nue any time he wished to treat with them, Mr. 
Keenan's offense is that he is employing about 150 
non-union men. Mr. Keenan remarked last night 
that Twenty-sixth-street and Seventh-avenue was 
very much out of his way, and be had not called 
on the delegates.

A BELIEF THAT THE BODY OF MASTER PUT- 
NAM WAS SEEN ON FLOATING ICE NEAR 
CAPE PRINOE OF WALES.

The mementoes inclosed are an eagle cent coined 
in 1868, with a hole through it, and a small brass 
button of naval device. The relics were the ob- 
of considerable interest at the Navy Depart- 
ment this morning.

Assistant 
Engineer A. V. Zane, who was a shipmate with 
Master Putnam on the Rodgers, was positive that 
it did not belong to Putnam, as he was dressed en- 
tirely in deerskins and wore no brass buttons.

MUNITIONS OF WAR FOR TONQUIN. 
Wasuincton, Sept. 3.—The Chargé d’Af- 
faires of France has informed the Department of 
State that the Government of that republic having 
been led to interfere in the affairs of Tonquin and 
te occupy that Province for the purpose of restor- 
ing order there, has been compelled to adopt 
measures to prevent arms and munitions of war 
being sent to Annem for the purpose of strength- 
ening its enemies; that, consequently, the oom- 
manders of the French naval! force have been or- 
dered to exercise strict surveillanee in the Gulf of 
Tonquin and to search all suspected vessels enter- 
ing Annam’'s ports, those vessels which, after 
baving received special notice of the probibition of 
the trade in arms, shal! still endeavor to discharge 
their cargoes or to run the blockade, to be seized. 
The Chargé d’Affaires further states that the 
treaty which was concluded between France an 
Annam ip 1874, whereby certain ports were open 
to foreign commerce, irrespective of nationality, 
provides that “ arms and munitions of war sball 
neither be exported or imported," and that the 
French Commissioner in Tonquin and the com- 
manding officer of the sqnadron have been in- 
structed to take all necessary measures to enforce 
this provision. 


THE CHOLERA IN CHINA. 
WasuincTon, Sept. 8.—The Department of 
State has transmitted to the Treasury Department, 
for the information of the Marine Hospital Service, 
acopy of a dispatch from Consul-General O. N. 
Denny, at Shanghai, dated July 23, 1883, in which 
he says: “A few days ago I received information 
that the cholera had assumed an epidemic form at 
the port of Swatew, but, while many deaths had 
occurred in consequence, they were confined en- 
tirely to the shipping and native population. A 
number of foreigners composing the crews of for- 
oe vessels have died, including first and second 
officers, stewards, &c. Hong Kong has declared 
Swatow an infected port, and strictly enforced 
quarantine regulations against vessels arriving 
from there. In view of the reported spread of the 
disease at Swatow and the increased number of 
cases at this portI called a meeting of the Con- 
sular body, which was held Friday last, to consider 
what action should be taken looking to the en- 
forcement of pane regulations for the port 
of Shangha!l.

MART ALLEN AND HIS FRIENDS.

PLENTY OF ACCUSATIONS AGAINST THE AL- 
LEGED BURGLARS 


The case of “Mart” Allen, Walter Allen, 
and “Dutch” Moore, charged with breaking into 
I. G. Miller's residence, No. 823 East One Hundred 
and Sixteenth-street, was called in the Harlem Po- 
liee Court yesterday, but the examination was 
again adjourned, this time until the 14th inst. 
Since the arrest,of these men the detectives have 
not been idle. and a long array of witnesses were 
present in court to give evidence connecting the 
prisoners with other burglaries. The residence 
of J. W. Crevins, at No. 169 East Seventy-first- 
street, was broken into Aug. 25, and $75 worth 
of jewelry and $75 in cash were stolen. 
Mr. Crevins was in court, accempanied by Annie 
Ord, Lizzie Devany, and Kate Callahan, domestics, 
employed in neighboring houses, who had seen 
Moore and Allen loitering about tne vicinity on the 
day of tho robbery, while Miss Ord had seen Moore 
disappear under the stoop of Mr. Crevins’s res!- 
dence. The prisoners were held to answer for 


this burglary. During the preparation of the 
affidavits an acquaintance of the accused 
made himself oonspicuous by trving to force 
his way up on the stand. Roundsman Sweeny, 
who had captured ‘** Mart” Allen, noticed the man’s 
actions and ordered him to step down. He object- 
ed, and the controversy attracted the attention of 
Lizzie Devany. After looking Intently at the man 
she iuformed Detective Gallagher that the stranger 
was with the accused on the day of the burglary. 
Justice Murray at once ordered him under arrest. 
He gave his name as Michael Thomas, aged 34 
years, of Twenty-fifth-street and Eighth-avenue. 
He denied baving been with the prisoners at the 
time of the alleged robbery ef Mr. Crevins's house. 
Mrs. Aronson,of No. 180 East Seventy-ninth- 
street, stated that about two weeks ago her resi- 
dence was broken into while she was in the coun- 
try,and some $1,500 worth of clothing, jewelry, 
&o., stolen. Several witnesses wore present who 
had seen the prisoners iu the vicinity of Mrs. Aron- 
son's house, but the case was adjourned until to- 
day to secure the attendanee of a witnoss who, 
it is thought, can give more positive evidence. 
Thomas R, Knox, of No. 486 East One Hundred 
and Sixteenth-street, bad also received a recent 
visit from burglars, who carried off a valuable 
collection of old coins and two watches valued as 
keepsakes. The thieves bad also packed up a 
quantity of furs, but had not taken them. 8. W. 
Gascon, a colored janitor, said that he saw the 
prisoners loitering about the vicinity, but did not 
see them enter the house, Deputy United States 
Marshal Bernhardt was in court armed with a 
warrant for the arrest of Allen, charging him with 
being implicated in a burglary in Washington on 
the 28d of September, 1881, when $800 worth of 
silks and laces were stolen. Allen is supposed to 
have acted in concert with “Sheeny”’ Mike, who 
was recently arrested on suspicion of having com- 
mitted the burglary. “Mart” Allen's young wife 
was in the court-room, and seemed to be very 
much affected. She parted from her husband 
with considerable emotion.

OFFICER M’NAMARA’S CLUB. 


THE POLICEMAN HELD WITHOUT BAIL FOR 
CAUSING JOHN S8MITH’S DEATH. 

The inquest upon the body of John Smith, 
who, it is claimed, was killed by Officer McNamara 
in Mulberry-street on Aug. 29, was held yesterday 
by Coroner Kennedy. Deputy Coroner William 8S. 
Conway, who made the autopsy, presented an affi- 
davit stating that he had found a sealp wound 
about the janction of the parietel and occipital 
bones on the right side, but this was not a serious 
wound. About an inch below there was an ex- 
travasation of blood beneath the scalp, evidently 
caused by some external violence, and beneath 


this was the fatal wound, a fracture of 
the occipital bone four inches in length. 
The opinion of the Deputy Coroner was that death 
was caused by hemorrhage into the brain from 
fracture of the skull caused by external violence. 
Bridget Carney, of No, 121 Mulberry-street, testi- 
fied that about 7 or 8 o'clock on the evening of 
Aug. 20 she was going down stairs with a pail and 
saw Smith lying on the ground across the hallway. 
She called to Officer McNamara to remove bim, 
and the officer struck him on the feet with a club. 
The young man got up, but was too much in- 
toxicated to wal Finally he moved off, and 
the officer then struck him with his club 
twice on the back of the head, across the upoet 
part of the neck. Frank Lusby, of No. 100 Mulber- 
ry-street, swore he saw Officer McNamara and 
Smith. The latter threw his coat ata man who 
was walking along in front, whereupon the officer 
either poked or struck Smith in the small of the 
back, and asthe latter staggered he struck him 
again on the soft part of the neek, Smith fell, bis 
head striking the sidewalk. Other witne:ses tes- 
tified to the same effect. Three men swore that 
McNamara only poked Smith with bis club and did 
not strike him 

McNamara, in his own bebalf, testified that he 
bad been called to arrest a man who was said to 
be drunk. He found Smith sitting on the step. He 
struck him on the soles of the feetand Smith made 
use of vile language. The officer wrung his ear 
and slapped his face, and finally seized him be- 
tween the shoulders and pushed him forward, 
while Smith kept up his profane language and 
threw bis coat at a man walking in front. Hetben 
turned toward the officer, but the latter oniy 
turned him back and pushed him with the stick 
and Smith fell against the railing and then on the 

round, striking the back of his head. The jury, 

owever, expressed the opinion that Smith's death 
was caused by Officer McNamara, and the Coroner 
bela him without bail, remarking that he did not 
think any police magistrate would admit the pris- 
oner to bail in the face of such evidence.

PERILOUS OCEAN VOYAGES. 


MORE REPORTS OF HURRICANES AND GALES 
ON THE ATLANTIC. 


The incoming vessels continue to report ex- 
tremely heavy storms on the Atlantic. Capt, 
Spaulding, of the ship Reporter, which arrived 
yesterday from Bombay, states that while round- 
ing the Cape of Good Hope severe gales were en- 
countered. On Aug. 22, when in latitude 15° north, 
a violent hurricane set in from south-west, bot 
changed to east north-east. The sen was ex- 
tremely heavy and the ship rolled badly. This 
storm continued for three days, during which time 


the bowsprit was sprung and the bulwarks were 
smeshed in by heavy seas. The doors of the 
cabin were burst in ana it was filled 
with water. Everything movable was swept 
from the decks. Whilethe gale was at its height 
it was discovered that the vessel bad sprung a 
leak. The pumps were manned, although the seas 
were making almost acomplete breach over the 
deck. The vesse] had to be pumped out every few 
hours during the remainder of the storm. Mean- 
while she layto with scarcely any sails set. She 
rolled and tessed so violently that Capt. Spaulding 
expected that the leak would become stii! more 
serious, On Aug. 25, however, the hurricane 
abated, but a strong south-westerly gale, with a 
heavy sea, prevailed until the Reporter was off 
Hatieras. 

Tha bark Elena, Capt. Sienis, from Hamburg, 
was caught ina hurricane on Aug, 80, in latitude 
42° 80’ and Jongitude 62°, The wind shifted from 
south-east to west, and blew with terrific force for 
five hours, causing a violent cross sea. The barom- 
eter went down from 380.13 to 28.98 in a few hours. 
Capt. Brandhoff, of the bark Prinz Friedrich Carl, 
which arrived yesterday from Funchal. encountered 
a hurricane on Aug. 24 in latitude 84° and longi- 
tude 68°. The storm continued for 24 hours. 
The bark B. F. Watson, Capt. Hawkins, which ar- 
rived from Manila yesterday, was caught in a vio- 
lent gale of 12 hours’ duration on Aug. 18, in lati- 
tude 22° and longitude 58°. Capt. Frazer. of the 
steam-ship Orinoco, which arrived yesierday from 
Bermuda, reporta that while at that island the 
echooner Lizzie D. Clawson putin there In distress. 
She was bound from New-York for Havana with a 
general cargo, but was dismasted ina hurricane 
on Aug. 20. She encountered two hurricanes dur-

A gleam of sense yesterday relieved 
the stupidity with which the Building 
‘Trades Unions have been managed.

there was a grievance alleged. The alleged 
grievance was not that the men at work in 
the other building were overworked or un- 
derpaid, but that other mer were also at 
work who did not belong to the union. A 
man who has quarreled with his bread and 
butter for a fortnight because the man from 
whom he gets it supplies bread and butter 
also to other persons on another job has 
quarreled with it about long enough. Such, 
at least. was the conclusion reached after 
two wecks by the slow but sure Teutonic in- 
tellectsef nineteen German ‘‘framers.”’ 


A quite novel question is presented by the 
holders of the Georgia State bonds issued 
under the provisional Government in 1869, 
and repudiated by the constitutional con 
vention of the State in 1872. The bond- 
holders claim that the obligations were 
issued by the agents of the United States, 


administering the affairs of Georgia, and 
that the United States Government is, there- 
fore, responsible for their payment, which 
is refused by the State.

difficult for the more liberal statesmen of 
the empire to maintain the friendly attitude 
which has been the condition of progress 
for commerce with that country. A bitter 
and prolonged war with China would, at this 
time, produce the most serious difficulties 
throughout the whole of Asia.and might 
have consequences that England, especially, 
would be compelled to avert by every means 
in her power. 

From a conflict in which success would 
be very problematica], and which would be 
excessively costly in life and treasure, the 
French would gather no appreciable advan- 
tage. It could not advance French trade in 
any appreciable’ degree, for the peaceful 
possession of Cochin China for a generation 
has resulted only in increasing the commerce 
of the Chinese, the English, and the Ger- 
mans, while that of the French has lan- 
guished. While the possession of the An- 
namese territory, if it were secured, would 
be profitable rather to other nations 
than to the French, there would be very 
little profit to any, except by the friendly 
co-operation cf China, which, by the neces- 
sity of the case, would be wanting. The re- 
sources of the country are mainly mineral, 
and valueless without good internal commu- 
nication, while the navigation of the Sang Koi 
would be worth but little except for trade 
with the Chinese Provinces to the north- 
west. And if a successful war would be at 
once costly and barren, an unsuccessful 
war would gravely compromise the stability 
of the French Government. Already con- 
siderably embarrassed in its finances, the 
burdens of actual war, with the suffering 
which it would carry into thousands of 
homes, now that the armies of France are 
filled by general conscription, would not 
only render the present Cabinet extremely 
unpopular, but it might endanger the 
republican form of government. There 
is no evidence that the Oabinet 
has the country with it in _ its 
recent policy, and there is every reason to 
suppuce that, when the cust and the danger 
involved in it became plain, the Cabinet 
would be overthrown, while the republic 
itself would be discredited. From any point 
of view, the rash attempt at a ‘“‘spirited’’ 
policy in the East seems fraught with peril 
for France, and her warmest friends at 
home and abroad must ardently desire that 
it’'may be abandoned if there yet be a chance 
te withdraw from it. 


HOWSTOCK DIVIDENDS ARE MADE. 


Between his misstatements and his eva- 
sions Dr. Norvin Grees occasionally lets 
fall an item of interesting information con- 
cerning the management of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, of which he is 
President. When he says that he has ‘‘tables’’ 
showing that the average wages paid the 
operators of his company are as high as the 
wages paid to skilled laborers in other occu- 
pations everybody seas at once that he is 
saying what he does not believe him- 
self And when he tells a _ little 
story and talks vaguely about railroads 
in reply to a crucial question about the water 
in the Western Union stock, it is merely to 
hide his embarrassment and squirm around 
a question to which an honest answer would 
be equivalent to a confession of ali his 
company’s most odious transactions. 

But when he says that the company real- 
izes 10 per cent. per annum on its ‘‘in- 
vestment,”” of which 7 per cent. is 
paid in dividends and 8 per cent. 
1s put aside to ‘‘accumulate for a stock 
dividend,’”” he unwittingly gives official 
proof of the truth of the most grievous 
charge that has been brought against the 
company. When the ratio is properly 
stated, his ‘‘10 per cent. on the invest- 
ment’” becomes 50 per cent. on the actual 
cash investment made by the stockholders, 
and carrying out this revision of his figures, 
the sum devoted each year to the ‘‘ accumu- 
lation of stock dividends”’ is seen to be equal 
to 15 per cent. on the actual investment. 

The necessity of making this provision 
for the old age of its needy stockholders 
forces upon the company its present policy 
of low wages to operators and high rates and 
poor service to the public. 


BOYCOTIING A NEWSPAPER. 

lt is reported that the amalgamated Cath- 
olic and Irish societies of Fall River, Mass., 
have held a joint convention and resolved 
to ‘‘boycott’’ the Daily Gerald, of that 
place, because that journal has refused to 
print, presumably for nothing, an appeal 
for aid to the families of the men who have 
been hanged for murdering Lord Frep- 
ERICK CAVENDISH and Mr. Burke in the 
Phoenix Park. 

Nobody has a grievance against the con- 
ductor of a newspaper who refuses to insert 
gratuitous ‘‘ appeals’ for charities of any 
kind. If he does not consider the matter 
offered to him of enough interest to his 
readers to justify him in publishing it asa 
matter of news—and of this he is the sole 
judge—to ask him to print it for nothing 
is to ask him to put his hand in kis 
pocket and contribute to the “‘cause” as 
much money as the space the appeal 
would occupy would cost at the rates he 
charges for advertising. To resent his re- 
fusal to give money in this way is precisely 
the same as to resent his refusal to subscribe 
the money outright. No civilized people 
would dream of resenting a refusal in either 
form. If the appeal be offered as an adver- 
tisement and pay tendered for it, the ques- 
tion whether it shall be received or not is 
purely a question of business which it 
would be if possible even more stupid to re- 
sent a wrong decision of than to resent a re- 
fusal to subscribe money to a charity. 

All this would be true of any appeal for 
any charity. The appeal in this case was 
an appeal for an expression of sympathy 
with men who had perpetrated a cowardly, 
savage, and beastly murder, a murder which 
only cowards, savages, and beasts could have 
committed, and with the commission of 
which only cowards, savages, and beasts

horrified with the story of the murders 
the Pheenix Park, Irish Catholics, the world 
over, made haste to join in the expressions of 
horror which the crime called out from every 
civilized country. From PARNELL and his 
colleagues in Parliament down to the 
smallest organs of the Irish cause they de- 
nounced the crime, they disavowed all sym- 
pathy with the criminals, and they called 
for the execution of justice upon them. 
The criminals were caught and justice was 
done upon them, but no representative 
Irishman had anything whatever :to do with 
bringing them to justice, excepting the in- 
formers Cargy and Kavanaas, of whom 
the former has since been murdered by 
an Irishman, with the applause of 
other Irishmen, who have _ contributed 
to pay the expenses of his defense 
for an indefensible crime. Representative 
Irishmen in and out of Parliament have at- 
tacked the execution upon the murderers of 
CavenpisH and Burke of that justice 
which they professed little more than a year 
ago so earnestly to desire and have denounced 
as a ‘‘judicial murder” the execution of 
men whose trial was scrupulously fair and 
whose guilt was glaringly clear. And now 
the climax is reached in an effort, by Irish- 
men resident in this country and presuma- 
bly citizens of it, to destroy an American 
newspaper which refuses to aid them in 
commemorating as patriots and martyrs a 
gang of murderous savages. 

The attempt will not amount to much. 
The withdrawal of the custom of such 
persons from an organ of intelligence 
would not perceptibly affect its receipts. 
If it were a grog shop instead of a néws- 
paper that had been boycotted by these 
people, they might have done it a serious 
injury. But the attempt is none the less 
spiteful and none the less significant. 


MISTAKES ABOUT MEXIOO. 


A surgical operation is required to get a 
knowledge of Mexico into an Amefican’s 
head. A year or so ago Mr. Jonn Bigelow 
went down into the Mexican country, and 
thereafter published an article in Harper's 
Magazine that was something in the nature 
of a hurdle-race over all the facts with which 
Mr. Bigztow happened to come in contact 
while on the other side of the Rio Grande. 
And now another visiting statesman, ex- 
Congressman Amos TownsEND, of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, has been across the river, and 
some of the things which he has put into an 
interview with himself and sent out over the 
country by telegraph are really surprising. 

He made the journey from Vera Cruz to the 
City of Mexico over ‘“‘ the Mexican Central 
Road, which is owned by Americans, who 
receive $9,000 a mile subsidy from the Mex- 
ican Government.’’ This piece of informa- 
tion, no doubt, will be news to the English 
owners of the Mexican Railway—to give 
it its corporate title, though, it is better 
known as ‘‘ the English Road’’—between the 
capital and Vera Cruz. Mr. Amos TownseND 
continues: ‘‘ We also, at a later date, 
traveled over the Mexican National Road, a 
narrow gauge, built by Boston parties, who 
had no subsidy.”” And if the worthy man 
had deliberately tried to get things mixed he 
could not have mixed them any more than 
he has done here. For it is the Mexican 
Central—not Mr. TownsEND's supposititious 
Mexican Central from Vera Cruz to the 
capital, but the real Mexican Central from 
the capital north to Paso del Norte—that 
the ‘‘ Boston parties’’ are building, and 
they are getting a subsidy, and the National 
is getting a subsidy too, and ‘ Boston par- 
ties’’ have nothing in the world to do with it. 

Since ex-Congressman TowNsEND has 
gone awry in these simple matters, when he 
might have kept in the straight path of 
truth at the cost of the small exertion in- 
volved in asking a brakeman to tell him the 
name of the railway that he was traveling 
on, there is no cause for wonder in his be- 
ing also awry in his statements concerning 
the feeling of Mexicans toward Americanos 
and about the proposed treaty of reciproci- 
ty. For it is a fact that ‘‘ the prejudice 
against us that naturally exists and that 
grew out of the war” is not, as Mr. 
TowNsEND declares it to be, ‘‘dying out,” 
and it also is a fact that, so far from Mexi- 
cans generally being ‘‘in favor of the 
treaty,’’ they generally are opposed to it. 
What Mr. TownsenD might have said with 
perfect truth is, that the individual Ameri- 
cano traveling in Mexico, provided that he 
be a decent sort of body, always is most 
kindly treated by the individual Mexican; 
that the ill-feeling which undoubtedly does 
exist is vague and national rather than 
definite and personal. As to the treaty, if 
he had looked about him a little more care- 
fully, he would have found that the trade 
of the country mainly is in the hands of 
German and French merchants, whose ob- 
jections to reciprocity with the United 
States are as natural as they are positive, 
and he would have found also that 
popular sentiment regarding the treaty, 
strengthened by the old-time distrust of 
Americanos, follows the commercial lead. 

But looking about him carefully is 
just what the traveler from the States in 
the course of his scamper across Mexico 
never seems to do. It is not surprising 
when men like Mr. BregLtow and Mr. 
TowNsEND go wrong that the stray cor- 
respondent of the Galveston News, who 
lately has been at large in North-eastern 
Mexico should have broken out into 
promiscuous misstatements about Mexicans 
and Mexican, affairs—though it certainly 
is surprising that the leading newspaper of 


a city that ought to be doing its best to catch 


the Mexican trade should adopt the short- 
sighted policy of publishing, not only mis- 
statements concerning Mexico, but vulgar 
abuse of Mexican methods and Mexican 
men. Really, there is something very odd 
in this apparently irrepressible and irrecon- 
cilable conflict between ‘United States intelli- 


gence and Mexican facts. 
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SWIMMING AND DROWNING. 

On Sunday last the skillful swimmer tried, 
as usual, to drown himself in the surf. One 
swimmer succeeded in drowning at Rock- 
away Beach and three others were rescued 
at Coney Island Beach when nearly drowned. 
If the proprietors of sea-side resorts desire 
to save themselves the trouble of rescuing 
drowning men or the business misfortune 
of owning beaches with a reputation for 
drowning people, they should sternly insist 
that no one shall be permitted to enter the 
surf who knows how to swim. The man 
who cannot swim is never drowned when 
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surf-bathing,“éud thé wonian who cannot 
swim is never drowned unless some male 
swimmer entices her t> share with him his 
watery grave. It is always the skiliful 
swimmer who ventures out beyond the 
breakers and then finds that he cannot swim 
back . Itisa question worthy of in- 
vestigation by Concord philosophers whether 
the art of swimming does not weaken the 
mental powers. Capt. WEBB was a man of 
ordinary good sense until he became a pro- 
fessional swimmer and so completely lost his 
judgment as to attempt the idiotic feat of 
swimming the Niagara whirlpool. Every 
intelligent man knows the danger of the un- 
dertow which has drowned so many people 
at our sea beaches, yet men whocan swim 
constantly brave it and pay the penalty with 
their lives. To learn to swim is evidently 
to take the first step toward drowning in the 
surf. Itis always the swimmer who fools 
away his life, while the man who cannot 
swim bathes with impunity.

THE BUUNCING WAITER. 


There is food for reflection in the recital 
of the behavior of Mr. ‘“‘ Briuy,” whose 
hinder name and whereabouts are unknown, 
to a customer ina Broadway restaurant, in 
which Mr. Brrty was employed in the 
double capacity of waiter and ‘‘bouncer.”’ 
As was set forth in yesterday’s Trmes, Mr. 
Bruuy avenged the slight offered to him 
by the customer in quarreling with the 
victuals brought him instead of meekly 
consuming them. There is an anecdote 
of .a waiter in Wyoming who met the 
expostulation of a customer who ccm- 
plained that he had been served with 
& steak, whereas he had ordered a 
chop, with the simple but sufficient reply: 
“You eatit, or I’il wear it out on you.” 
It is plain that this Wyoming waiter was an 
American citizen proudly conscious of his 
rights, but temporarily reduced to the 
necessity of performing menial services for 
his fellow-citizens. 

Mr. Brity, it may be assumed, even with- 
out knowledge of his surname, is also an 
American citizen, but probably by adop- 
tion and not by birth, having overlaid the 
picturesque freedom of the manners of his 
native island with a keen consciousness of 
the dignity of citizenship. 

It may be laid down as a general rule that 
a man whose chief aim is to vindicate his per- 
sonal dignity should not adopt the calling of 
a waiter. Such aman will find it difficult 
so to subdue his spirit to what it works in as 
to give satisfaction to his employers. Espe- 
cially is this the case when he unites in his 
own person, as Mr. Bruuy united, the func- 
tions of waiter and ‘‘bouncer.’’ The waiter 
should wear the ornament of a meek and 
quiet spirit, while a haughty and even a 
truculent disposition is no disadvantage 
to the bouncer; is indeed a _ posi- 
tive qualification for his duty. The two 
offices are as inconsistent as those of a Gen- 
eral and a Bishop, and should no more than 
they be combined. If they be combined, 
the result is a confusion in the mind of the 
bouncing waiter or the waiting bouncer 
when he ought to be a terror to evil-doers 
and when a praise to them that pay. The 
effect of this confusion is deplorably mani- 
fest in the case of Mr. Bituy. He waited, 
possibly, when he ought to have been bounc- 
ing; he bounced certainly when he ought to 
have been waiting. The insolvent has es- 
caped, while a black eye is the portion of 
the righteous. It is to te hoped that the 
police may find Mr. Bruty, so that a magis- 
trate may have a chance of. explaining this 
distinction to him. 





The clique of musicians and critics in this 
City who have devoted themselves to the task of 
decrying the Italian opera and Italian singers, 
and, indeed, singers of every nationality except 
German, are not likely to be. quieted by the mere 
statement of a fact. These persons are slaves toa 
theory that nothing ean be good In music that has 
not come out of Germany. They have berated Mr. 
MaPpieson, not because he has not given Italian 
opera well, but becanse he has given Italian in- 
stead of German opera, and they have not neg- 
lected to urge Mr. Asser to devote the magnifi- 
eent new theatre placed under his charge to 
the Teutonic lyrie drama, and to engage Teutons 
to interpret it. This may be sound advice, but if 
Mr. Anser had seen fit to follow it where coud 
he have gone for his artists? Not to Germany 
surely, for if Germany had any operatic artists to 
spare the Berlin Opera-house would not have been 
obliged to open its onurrent season with what is 
practically no company at all. This cnief theatre 
in the empire has been gorgeously redecorated, 
the electric light has been put into it, and its splen- 
did band of instrumentalists has been reorganized 
but its prima donna is dead, and there is no one to 
take her piace; a soprano singer is forced into the 
contralto parts, and the only tenor is Herr Niemann, 
the remnant of whose volee possesses a certain 
historical interest, but is of little musical value. 
Meanwhile, ‘Der Bettelstudent” is crowding the 
theatres of all the German cities.

For the purpose of transmitting money by 
mailin small sums the new postal notes, which 
came into use yesterday, will be found much more 
convenient than postal money orders, the purchase 
and payment of which is attended witha great 
deal of bother.

FOURTEENTH-STREET THEATRE. 

If we are not mistaken, it was one Hamlet 
who remarked to Horatio that there were more 
things in heaven and earth than were dreamed of 
in our philosophy; but there is certainly nothing 
in heaven, nor on earth, nor inthe waters under 
the earth like “ he Frolies of a Day,” produced at 


the Fourteenth-Street Theatre last evening by what. 


Mr. Frank Majilton is pleased to call his comedy 
company. This production may be described ag 
an acrobatic farce in three acts. The comedy of 
the piece {s of a strange and fitful nature. It does 
not appeal to the Robert Brownings of humor. 
Any man who is in search of polished satire or 
Gilbertian sarcasm might be disappointed in it. It 
was written in what may be described as a 
Peter Bell mood of humor. It finds jokes in 
clubs, wit in kicks, and fun in anything. 
The people who take part in it are not paid 
for the tender care with which they seek to in- 
terpret the meaning of the author; they 
are, in some measure, compensated for the bruises 
they are compelled to receive in the nightly per- 
formance. They are tossed hither and thither 
upon a resistless convulsion of rubbish. The dia- 
logue isa survival of allthe unfittest lines in the 
buried farees whose memories are not green. 
There is, howevor, plenty of action in the piece. 
Every man in it is knoexed down with beautiful 
tegularity aided by stuffed cluds. The oftener the 
man gets up the oftener he is knocked down. Mr. 
Sullivan in his grandest moments never did so 
much knocking down as the author of “‘The Frol- 
ios of a Day.” There is a plot in the piece, too, 
_The first section is exhibited at tho beginning of 
the first act and the second at the end of the Jast 
aot; and the whole thing looks as if it had always 
been in sections. The company which inter- 
prets this masterpiece of idiocy is quite 
egual to the task. The chief male part 
is performed by Mr. Thomas Lisbourne, who is an- 
nounced as an Irish comedian. He deserves great 
credit for the superb originality of his methods. 
Prayerful reflection and frequent reference to the 
programme are necessary to convince any one that 
he is a comedian. The leading female réle is 
illustrated by Miss Ettie Whyte, who is quite as 
olever in her way as Mr. Lisbonrne !s in his. The 
other members of the company are beyond the 
reach of criticism. It is announced on the pro- 
gramme that this farce was played successfully for 
a long period in London and the English provinces. 
London and the English provinces have our sin- 
cerest sympathy. Itoughtto be stated that the 
audience last night laughed heartily and applauded 
frequently, It should also be mentioned that Mr. 
Samuel Colville, the present manager of the Four- 
teenth-Street Theatre, is not responsible for this 
engagement, it being one of the contracts be- 
queathed to him by the late Mr. J. H. Haverly.

THE THIRD-AVENUE THEATRE. 

This new theatre was thrown open to the 
public last evening. The directors and proprietors 
of the house are Mr. and Mrs. McKee Rankin, two 
actors who are well known and rightiy admired. 
Both have been favorite persons upon our stage 
for many years, and both have won by their work 
an abundant and brilliant success. After having 
traveled about the country season after season, 
they have finally agreed to stay at home hereafter 
and manage atheatre. This is a very sensible pro- 
ceeding, though managing a theatre is not neces- 
sarily. a pleasant occupation. But the Third- 
Avenue Theatre is likely to be a well-liked and 
successful house of its sort. It is situated almost 
at the corner of Thirty-first-street and Third- 
avenue, in a frankly plebeian neighborhood 
withont doubt, but in a neighborhood which 
is far from most of thé theatres, and 
which is crowded with men and women who 
are human enough toenjoy a good thing when 
they seeit. Popular houses like the Third-Avenus 
Theatre have become somewhat common of late, 
and have Illustrated a significant endeavor of the 
time—an endeavor to supply the large outside 
mass of theatre-goers with what is best on the 
stage at the cheapest prices. The prosperity of 
these places may, in the end, settle the problem of 
stock companies and combination companies in 
thls City; tnere will be theatres for stock seompa- 
nies and there will be theatres for combinations— 
and the line between them will be rather closely 
drawn. That, at any rate, isthe outlook at pres- 
ent, and it is by no means a. disagreeable outlook. 

Mr. Joseph Jefferson acted last night in ‘* Rip 
Van winkle.” The theatre was crowded, and Mr. 
Jefferson was greeted with spontaneous en- 
thusiasm. His performance of Rip had its usual 
ligntness, grace, aud humor. This performance 
has been seen on many occasions, yet it retains its 
charm and freshness in a most unusual manner. 
Mr. Jefferson was assisted in the representation of 
the play by a few respectable actors, among them 
Mr. Charles Plunkett, Mr. R. L. Downing, Mr. H. F. 
Taylor, and Miss Rosa Rand. 

It was the theatre itself, quite as much as the 
acting in “Rip Van Winkle,” which commandea 
attention. The new house is high, roomy, and 
commodionus. It has a broad, long, and well graded 
floor and two large balconies. The orchestra runs 
far under the first baloony. The architectural 
design of the house is convenient, though not at 
alla design of beauty. Straight lines, square cor- 
ners, small boxes, over-big balconies,and a very high 
ceiling do not make a thoughtfully proportioned 
theatre. Yet art is here unquestionably replaced by 
oomfort and safety. It is in the perfect combination 
of cowfort and art that good theatrical architec- 
tureis found. The decorations of the new house 
are somewhat odd. The proscenium arch, for ex- 
ample, is a complete circle, cut short, of course, 
by the flooring of the stage. Thiscircle has the ef- 
fect of a frame, and is not, therefore, a merely fan- 
tastic contrivance. The drop-curtain. unfortun- 
ately, does not set off the frame pleasantly. This 
curtain—painted by the experienced scenic artist, 
Mr. Hoyt—shows a woodland scene and two fig- 
ures. The figures are wretchedly drawn and 
painted. and should be covered as soon as 
possible with a liberal daub of whitewash. 
The decorations of the theatre appear to 
have been arranged on a color scheme of 
red and salmon. The red and salmon are 
streaked more or less with blue and bronze. Work 
upon the fitting up of the theatre was not finished 
until a few minutes before the opexing last even- 
ing. Yet the audience found the house absolutely 
clean, bright, and comfortable, and there was a 
singularly smooth action upon the stage. The 
Rankins have, bv the way, put the electric licht 
into their theatre, and this was used with much 
success. 

Mr. Jefferson's engagement !s only for one week. 
On next Monday evening Mr. Edwin Thorne will 
appear in ‘*The Black Flag.” Popular actors and 
popular plays will be found during the season upon 
the stage of this theatre.

GRAND OPERA-HOUSE. 

The revival of Anson Pond’s “Her Atone- 
ment” filled the Grand Opera-House last evening 
with an audience that was frequently excited to 
enthusiasm by its milltary and emotional features, 
There was some display of handkerchiefs over the 
lachrymose experiences of Martha West, an unfor- 
tunate, whose woe was adequately portrayed by 
Miss Florence Elmore, from the repulse by her for- 
mer lover, whom she killed, to the tatal dose that 
followed her confession. Considerable mirth was 
excited by the low comedy acting of M. J. Gal- 
lagher as a New-York policeman in bis encounters 
with the elusive and audacious newsboy, eleverly 
persunated by Josie Dell. The audience were de- 
ighted with the regiment that passed across the 
stage to the music of a military band playing 
‘*Marching through Georgia,” and this stirring 
scene to many covered a multitude of defeots in 
the play. The band was sufficiently demonstrative 
to threaten the safety of the roof, and when they 
rendered a medley for an overture the effect was 
overpowering—in fact, deafening—to anybody in 
the vicinity. The local colorin the play and the 
sympathetic facting of Miss Elmore will doubtless 
make its week's run at the Grand Opera-house, 
before it goes to Boston, a profitable one. Next 
week Salsbury’s Troubadours will disport them- 
selves in *‘Green-roem Fun.”

It was not the intention of 
the Central or the Long Branch Com- 
pany to barass, annoy, vex, or injure the 
complainants 4 anything they have done or 
intend to do. ey interd to assert their rigbts 
and to take entire control of the road, independ- 
ent of the agreement. but are willing that 
the complainants for their freight and passen- 
rs shall have such use and upon such terms 
any three disinterested railroad men shall 
feciare to be equitable and fair.

JAMES DOWLING TRASK, M. D. 
The death of Dr. James Dowling Trask, of 
Astoria, which occurred on Sanday, is sincerely 
mourned by many members of the medical profes- 
sion. Dr. Trask was born in Beveriy, Mass., in 
1821, He graduated in arts at Amherst College 
in 1889, and received the degree of M. D.

COAL PRICES FOR SEPTEMBER. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 3.—There is no dis- 
agreement between the Lehigh and Schuylkill 
Coal Exchanzes as reported. The committees of 
the Exchanges met on Friday last and agreed that 
any advance in circular prices for the line and city 
and harbor trades during the month of September 
would be inadvisable. The information that an 
advance of 10 cents per ton in the price of egg, and 
15 cents per ton for stove, small stove, and chest- 
nut, came from an officer of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal and Iron Company, whose represent- 


ative returned from the meeting, and made the in- 
crease in the circular rates on his own responsi- 
bility. An officer of the Lehigh Coal and Naviga- 
tion Company, who was present at the meeting, 
states to-day that the general sentiment was ad- 
verse to a change in prices, and the understanding 
was that none should be made. He further re- 
marked that the Reading or any other interest bad 
the unquestionable right to advance its prices, but 
that it was bound not to lower its circular rates. 
The official figures adopted by the Lehigh Coal 
Exchange are the same as those ruling during the 
month of August. as follows: Line trade, $3 15 for 
lump, steam-boat, stove, and small stove; $3 for 
broken egg and chestnut, and $1 75for pea, City 
trade, $8 for lump, steam-boat, stove, and small 
stove; $2 85 for chestnut, $2 75 for broken and 
egg, and $1 50 for pea. These are the prices for 
coal in cars or boats at Mauch Chunk, It is gener-

EFFECTS OF THE RECENT STORM ON THE 
GRAND BANKS—OTHER WRECKS. 

GLOUCESTER, Muss., Sept. 3.—Vessels arriv- 
ing from the Grand Banks report the storm as very 
severe. It commenced on Wednesday at sunrise, 
continuing to biow nine hours from the south-east, 
when it changed to north-west, making a tre- 
mendously heavy sea. The schooner Matthew M. 
Murray lost her mainsail. The Alice M, Staples 
ran nine hours under bare poles during the heaviest 
of the gale. The schooners Augusta H. Johnson, 
T. L. Mayo, and Welcome had their bulwarksstove 
and lost thel: dories, and nearly all the other ves- 
sels report more or less damage. Great anxiety is 
felt for the safety of the Banks fleet, and it is 
feared that the vessels which were passed bottom 
up on George’s Bank belonged here. 

Hawirax, Nova Scotia, Sept. 3.—The brigan- 
tine 8S. 8. Musson, which arrived here to-day 
from Jamaica. via Inagua, reports having felt the 


storm severely when on the northern edge of 
Georges Banks on Thursday. The day following a 
vessel bottom up passed, and soon after the 
schooner Riding Light was picked up. 

The brigantine Albion, from Cow Bay, Cape 
Breton, bound for Boston, put into this port to-day 
for repairs, having lost her sails and a portion of 
her bulwarks by the storm. 

The crew of the schooner J. W. Russell, of Ma- 
bone Bay, which was lost 60 miles off Sambro, in 
Wednesd«y’s storm, were ag Allen Ernest, 
Hubert Ernest, Edwin Ernest, Benjamin Keiser, 
James Westhaven, Henry Weinocht, Wiiliam 
Snare, Ezra Mader, and Isaac Publicover. One of 
the above, after being washed off the vessel, swam 
back to the wreck again. There were four men 
clinging to the rigging, but they could render him 
no assistance. There is no insurance on the vessel, 
which was owned by Benjamin Westhaven, of Ma- 
hone Bay. 

The Norwegian bark 'Loefjeld, which arrived 
this morning from Liverpool, reports that on Satur- 
day she fell in witn the bark Arabia, from St. Johan, 
New-Brunswick, Aug. 21, for Liverpool, in a dis- 
abled condition, having lost her rudaer in the gale 
on Wednesday. The Loefjeld took the Arabia in 
tow and attempted to bring her to this port. She 
towed the Arabia as far as the Whiscling Buoy off 
the harbor when the hawser parted. The Arabia 
then anchored to await assistance from the city. 
The steam-tug Goliah was dispatched te help her, 
and returned with her this afternoon. 

The schooner A. B. Vogler arrived here to-day 
from the Banks for repairs. She was at anehor at 
the west end of St. Peter’s Bank when the recent 
gale began. She broke adrift. losing her anchor 
and part of her cable. She also lost four 
dories, one oil butt, all the biubber out 
of three others, and all of her bait. 
She split her mainsali and my boy jib, broke her rig- 
ging, and carried away her bulwarks. At one time 
she was hove down, with her deadeyes under 
water. The sea appeared to come from al! points 
of the compass at once. The vessel has 800 quintals 
of fish on board. Her Captain states that after the 
storm was over a large number of other schooners 
could be seen at anchor on the Banks, all apparent- 
ly more or less damaged. 

The American schooner George 8S. Boutwell has 
arrived from the Banks for repairs, having had 
her bulwarks smashed during the gale. She also 
lost her anchor and all her fishing gear. The brig- 
antine Sadie arrived at Liverpool, Nova Scotia, on 
Sunday, ne been dismasted during the gale. 
The brigantine Elizabeth Stephenson, from Barba- 
does, has arrived at Lockeport, dismasted. 


Sr. Joun, Newfoundland, Sept. 3,—Capt. 

Nickerson, of the schooner Bessy, just arrived 
from the Grand Banks, left the fishing ledue, 20 
miles north of Rodgers Shoals, and 120 miles off 
Cape Spear. Capt, Nickerson describes passing 
through a perfect sea of shattered dories, broken 
booms, spars, gaffs, and other gear of fishing ves- 
sels. The:e are no further reliable particulars yet 
to hand. The Bessy narrowly escaned going down, 
with allbands. She is badly strained and leaking. 
The English brig Edith Eleanor, with salt, was 
riven ashore during the gale Thursday at King’s 
Cove, Bonavista Bay. 
Intelligence received from Trepassy last evening 
is to the effect that several Newfoundland vessels 
succumbed to the storm on Thursday. Portions 
of vessels’ bulls, water casks, dories, and punts 
are hourly driven ashore. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 3.—The British steam- 
er Yoxford, which arrived at this port on Sept. 2, 
from Dundee, reports having picked up two men 
in a dory on Aug. 26, when 20 miles south-west of 
Virgin Rocks, Banks of Newfoundland, after they 
had been 12 hours in a heavy gale. They belonged 
to the schooner Reporter, of Massachusetts. 


PaNnaMA, Aug, 25.—The American bark Palo 
Alto, Capt. Thomas Griffin, left Aspinwall on Mon- 
day, the 20th inst., and ran ashore at 8 o'clock P. 
M. the same day onareef tothe north of Porto 
Hello and at about seven miles from Matport. No 
lives were lost and the crew have arrived at Aspin- 
wall, The vessel is atotal loss, nothing having 
been saved with the exception of the boats, sails, 
chronometers, compasses, and a few minor arti- 
cles. No reason is assigned for the wreek. She 
was insured. 


GasPE, Quebec, Sept. 3.—The steam-ship 
Viking went ashore last night 13 miles west of the 
south point of Anticosti. Apparently she is not 
damaged to any great extent. 

PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 3.—The steamer Gen- 
eral Bartlett, which was ashore in the Saco River 
on Friday, was got off and brought here yesterday. 


ACTS OF LAW BREAKERS. 


A MURDERER RUNS AWAY-—ACCUSED OF POI- 
SONING HER HUSBAND. 

AveusTA, Ga., Sept. 3.—George W. Felts, 
who killed Peter Bloomfield, (colored,) in Warren 
County, has fled. The Coroner’s jury has returned 
a verdict of willful murder, There is much indig- 
nation expressed through the county over the 
crime, Tbe Governor will probably offer a reward 
for the capture of Felts. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 3.—Dr. Chalfont, who 
in April, 1879, shot Dr. Bacon, agent of the Boston 
Rubber Tootb-plate Company, in Baldwin Hotel, in 
this city, escaped from the San Quentin State 
Prison last evening. Chalfont was condemned to 
10 years’ imprisonment, and had already served 


four years. A petition for his release is now in 
course of signature among the dentists of Paris. 


QUEBEC, Sept. 8.—A few days ago 8. E. 
Coates, 28 years old, a prosperous merchant of Bul- 
wer Village, in this Province, died suddenly. Pot- 
soning was suspected, and the stomach was 
brought bere for analysis. Dr. Vallée, Professor of 
Toxicology in the local University, discovered 
that deatb was caused by strychnine, and the 
widow, 24 years old, has been arrested, charged 
with the crime. It is known that she lately ob- 
tained strychnine from a druggist in Sherbrooke.

OPPOSED 7'0 CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 

SaraToaa, N. Y., Sept. 3.—Prof, Francis 
Wayland, of the Yale Law School, President of the 
American Soelal Science Aszociation, made the 
opening address to-day at the annual meeting of 
the association. His subject was ‘Capital Punish- 
ishment.”’ He claimed that no thought of passion, 
vengeance, retribution, or expiation should dictate 
or color punishment forcrime. He believed that 
with the growing intelligence of a free people 
there arises an increasing aversion to capital pun- 
ishment, and that, wbenever a penalty so far 
out of harmony with public sentiment that 
with rare exceptions — refuse to en- 
force it, the time as arrived for its 
repeal, The Professor reinforced his arguments by 
reference to statistics of criminal punishment in 
Massachusetts and Connecticut, showing that 
juries are reluctant to enforce the death penalty. 
He argued in favor of imprisonment for life in 
place of hanging. A prisoner thus committed 
should have for his fellow-prisoners none but fel- 
low-murderers, should have regular hours of labor, 
nutritious food, clean and well ventilated cells, 
suitable clothing, but no diversions, no relaxations, 
no communication with the outer world, and no 
correspondence with relatives or friends. He must 
be socially dead, as much as if his body were in a 
felon’s grave. Such a punishment would be a 
standing menace, a perpetual warning. A con- 
stitutional provision should be passed, making re- 
lease from confinement impossible.

JHE LATE JERE BLACK'S WILL. 

York, Penn., Sept. 3.—The will of Jeremiah 
8. Black was admitted to probate to-day. It con- 
sists of 12 closely written pages. The Execnturs 
are Vincent K. Keesey, Esq., Lieut.-Goyv. C. F. 
Black, and Isham H. Hornsby, and was witnessed 
by Gen. 8. W. Crawford, Melinda C. Wilhelm, and 
Horace Keesey. Esq. The will is considered quite 
verbose by attorneys who have examined it, and 
quite curious for so prominent a man to make as 
was the testator. It was written at his dictation, 
and each page bears the Judge’s piain left-handed 
signature. The family requested that its provisions 
should not be made public. After making special 
bequests to all of his obildren, the undistributed 
portion, including Brockie, is left to the widow, 
and at her death Lieut,-Goy. Black is to have the 
acceptanee or refusal of it at a fixed valuation.

NAVAL CADETS ON TRIAL. 


THE HAZERS AT ANNAPOLIS AND THEIR RE- 
LUCT ANT ACCUSERS, 

ANNAPOLIS, Sept. 8.—The court-martial for 
the triai of naval cadets charged with violating 
the aet of Congress to prevent hazing was resumed 
this morning on the United States ship Santee. 
Naval Cadet P. Andrews was placed on trial, 
charged, first, with making Naval Cadet B. W. 
Stearns swim on a hammock which was lashed 
with a slip knot which gave way and threw Stearns 
to the deck; second, with making stearns lie 10 
minutes motionless in a tank in the wash-room; 
third, with making Naval Cadet H. W. Magee sing 
on the berth deck of the Constellation. The 


accused pleaded not guilty to the charge of 
violating the act of Congress, and not guilty 
to the specifications. Cadet Stearns testified: 
Mr. Andrews never required me to get on a lashed 
hammock and go through the motions of swim- 
ming. He was present when [ was required to do 
so. I only caught a glimpse of him onve while the 
hazing was going on. I did not consider him as 
forming one of the party of rs. There were 
six present, including myself. They were Mr. 
Hawkes, Mr. Andrews, Mr. Trapnell, (of the Third 
Class,) Mr. Eyre, and Mr. Coleman, (of the Fourth 
Class.) Idid not think that the accusea had any- 
pune to do or say with any one else during the 
azing. 

Naval Cadet Charles E. Hawkes, of the Third 
Class, was called. He is the firat witness drawn 
from among the hazers. The President of the 
court advised him that he was rot required to 
answer any questions that tended to criminate 
himself. Witness testified that he knew the ac- 
cused and never saw him haze Cadet Stearns, of 
the Fourth Class, He thought Cadet Andrews was 
within a few feet of the locker where the hazing 
took place, occupied in overhauling his locker. 
Cadet Stearns was recalled and said the accused 
never required him to lie in a tank in the wash- 
room. He was not present. 

Naval Cadet H. W. Magee, of the Fourth Class, 
testified that Cadet Andrews never required him 
to sing on board the deck of the Constellation. He 
was present, but took no part in any way to harass 
nor annoy. Witness thought the presence of the 
acoused was accidental, because he came up when 
the hazing was nearly finished, and because his 
hammock was swung near there, and it was within 
a minute or two of bed time. : 

Naval Cadet W. A. Edgar, of the Third Class, 
testified for the defense that he did not see the ac- 
cused any night between July 17and 30 assisting 
to haze Cadet Stearns. Witness was in company 
with the accused on the night of the hazing of 
Stearns. He was overhauling his lockerand was 
with Cadet Andrews a half hour at hie locker. 
Cadet Andrews's trial ended with the reading of 
bis statement in his defense. 

Naval Cadet EB. P. Berthoff was then placed on 
trial, charged, first, with other cadets, in making 
Cadet T. 8S. Jewett stand on nis head; second, re 
qeren S adets T. M. O'Halloran, H. C. Rodgers, 
and G. W. Galloway to turn out of their hammocks 
after 9 P. M. and stand on their hands. The ac- 
cused pleaded not guilty. Thomas 8S. Jewett testi- 
fied that Berthoff never required him to stand on 
his head, and was not present when Mr. Kress re- 

uired himto dogo. T. M. O'Halloran testified 
that Mr. Trapnelland the accused were both at the 
side of the hammock when he was ordered out of 
the bammock. The actions of Mr. Trapnell and 
the accused. were the same. Witness was dressed 
in his night shirt when required to stang on his 
head. The court adjourned at this point.

Argument for the State was opened by Prosee- 
uting Attorney W. W. Hamilton, of Davies County. 
who drew a strong picture of the horrors of train 
robberies and reviewed Liddell’s teatimony as cor- 
roborated by reputable witnesses. John M. Glover 
opened in the afternoon for the defense and con- 
fined his attention largely to showing that there 
were only four persons engaged in the Winston 
affair. He also attacked Liddell’s testimony as 
unworthy of belief.

FOURTH ANNUAL STATE ENCAMPMENT OF 
THE WAR VETERANS. 

PRINCETON Junction, Sept. 3.—he sound 
of fife and drum all this afternoon signalized the 
opening of tee fourth annual encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, Department 
of New-Jersey. This evening the camp 


fires are burning on all sides, and every- 
thing one sees is suggestive of war. The 
900 or more tents that have been loaned by the 
State to the veterans have been pitched upon a 
clearing in the woods, near the railroad station. 
Trees fence in the grounds on all sides. The Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company have built a long 
platform near the grounds and most of the trains 
to and from Philadelphia stop at {it to accom- 
modate visitors to the encampment, The crowd 
of ontsiders bas not been large to-day. It was 
generally understood that the day would be de- 
voted by the veterans to the task of setting things 
to rights. All the afternoon Posts have been ar- 
riving from ali points to claim their quarters. They 
have brought the fullest ranks with them, because 
the larger the force each post recruits the more 
room it will have. To-morrow the ranks will like- 
ly be thinned. Numbers of the Grand Army men 
who ean spare but a day from their workshops will 
be obliged to go back in the morning, New re- 
cruits may take their places, however, and so, by 
a system of rotation, the ranks may be kept as 
full as they are to-night. Many of the posts that, 
as reported in Tue Tres of to-day, signified their 
intention of attending, have reported to De- 
partment Commander Fielder. Others are 
not expected to arrive until to-morrow, and 
one or two will not be on hand until Wednes- 
day. <A few of the posts qill not be able 
to come at all. There was so much difficulty in 
finding a suitable camping‘gronnd, that it was un- 
certain for a time whether the encampment would 
be held at all. The idea was, in fact, abandoned 
for a time a few weeks ago.

THE SUICIDE AT CONEY ISLAND. 


CONCLUSION OF THE INQUEST—MRS. LEON: 
ARD’S EARLY HISTORY. 

The Coroner’s inquest in the case of Mrs. 
Julia E. Leonard, otherwise known as Mrs. Charles 
E. Hazleton, who committed suicide by jump- 
ing into the water from Engeman’s pier at 
Coney Island, was ended yesterday at Graves- 
end. The second adjournment of the inquest 


had been taken to enable Charles Vandervoort, a 
brother of Mrs. Leonard, to be present, as it wag 
understood that he would testify that he had seen 
a certificate of the marriage of his sister 
to Hazelton, who now says his name is 
Cornwell. It is said that Vandervoort had 
threatened to shoot Hazleton if the latter persisted 
in the denial of his marriage to Vandevoort’s sis- 
ter. The tureat was made in the hotel at which 
Hazleton was stopping, last Saturday afternoon. 
Both men drew the revolvers, but before 
they a to use them they were separated 
by some ofthe bystanders. Hazleton was very 
nervous yesterday, as he feared Vander- 
voort would again attempt to fulfill his 
thréat. Justice Williams, sitting as a Cor- 
oner, inquired if the jury desired to ask 
any further questions of Mr. Hazleton. Upon re- 
ceiving a negative reply the Justice directed the 
jury toretire. Afterashort absence it rendered 
@ verdict to the effect that “Julia E. Leonard 
came to her death from suicide by drowning while 
laboring under temporary insanity.” 

Mrs. Leonard belonged to a family of undoubted 
respectability living in Poughkeepsie. While she 
was a school-girl 16 years old, in that city, she was 
betrayed bya — business man. Soon after- 
ward she lefthome. Shecrossed the Atlantictwice 
during the ensuing s!x years. On her first voyage 
she was ap Ae Ee by a man named Leonard, to 
whom she claimed to have been married, and who 
died soon after their return from Earope. Hersec- 
ond voyage is said to have been made with a wealthy 
merchant of this City, who had extensive interests 
in connection with turf affairs. Two years later 
he settled a handsome annuity upon herand they 
separated. While Mrs. Leonard's body was lying at 
the Gravesend undertakers a leading turfman drove 
to the shop, and, upon viewing the body, is said 
to have muttered, witha start: “It is she!’ He 
made no explanation of his remark and drove 
to the Sheepshead Bay race-course. It 
is said that this was the gentleman who 
accompanied Mrs. Leonard on her second voy- 
age to Europe. Hazleton says he first met Mrs, 
Leonard at No. 3 Fulton-street, Brooklyn, nearly 
two years ago, and that they have Nved together 
since that time. Hazleton was formerly a bar- 
keeper in various saloons in Brooklyn. Whena 
ring belonging to the dead woman and bearing his 
initials was banded to Hazleton by Justice Wil- 
liams yesterday he manifested much emotion. He 
still asserts that when Mrs. Leonard sald she would 
commit suicide he * did not believe she would do

GEOR GIA’S UNPAID BONDS | 


THRE UNITED S1ATES 70 BE ASEED 
 - 70 REDEEM THEM. 
AN ATTEMPT TO HOLD THE FEDERAL GOV- 
ERNMENT RESPONSIBLE FOR THE ACTS 
OF PROVISIONAL STATE AUTHORITIES. 


A large number of bankers and capitalists 
of this City are interested in a movement to secure 
the payment by the United States Government of 
gbout $8,500,0007 per cent. gold bonds, indorsed 
by the State of Georgia in 1669, but repudiated by 
the authorities of that State in 1872. These are the 
same bonds of which the late Alexander H. 
Stephens wrote {in 1877: “A refusal to pay them is 
nothing short of public swindling, not less infa- 
mous than the obtaining of money by an individ- 
ual upon false pretenses and representations.” 

Capitalists in Germany who hold about $8,000,000 
of Georgia's repudiated bonds, for which they paid 
$4 cents on the dollar in gold, have retained ex- 
Chief-Justice Lochrane, of the Supreme Court of 
Georgia, and other able lawyers, as their counsel. 
‘The New-York holders have joined their interests, 
as far as possible, with those of the foreign holders. 
Judge Lochrane is now in Chicago, but one of his 
experienced and trasted legal associates is now in 
this City. From the latter, who is bimseif a 
Georgian, it was ascertained yesterday that the 
German bondholders intend to invoke the inter- 
yention of international law in making their de- 
mand through the German Minister upon the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. This demand is 


now being formulated, and will be made witbin a 
few weeks. site grounds upon whieh it will be 
made are as follows: 

First—-That the Reconstruction act of March 2, 
1867, was in force in Georgia in 1869, by which it 
was declared that there was no legal Government 
in “ the rebel States."’ 

Second—in 1869 Gov. Bullock was acting under 
an appointment by the Government of the United 
Btates as Provisional Governor. 

Third—That the Legisiature in existence when 
these bonds were issued was provisional. It was 
called together by a military order, presided over 
by a Unitea States Major General, (Mea ‘e,) sworn

ost of the repudiated bonds were issued and 
orsed by the State of Georgia to build the Bruns- 
and Albany Railroad. This road bad been 

to the extent of 65 miles by Northern capital 
before the war.

$6,000,000, on which amount the State has been 
receiving revenues from the day of the com- 
pletion of the road until now.

THE NAMES OF A SPANIARD AND A FAKM- 
ER’8 WIFE CONNECTED. 

Mrs. Miranda Tolman, the wife of Charles 
Tolman, a wealthy farmer‘of Club River Village, 
near Marshfield, Mass., disappeared several weeks 
ago. Adispatch from Marshfield, published yes- 
terday, speaks of her intimacy with a Spaniard 
named Pezzi, who had been living there, says that 
he went away a few days before Mrs. Tolman dis- 
appeared, and sailed from this City for Gibraltar. 
It was also statea that the woman's body had been 
found in the North River, and the theory was that 
Pezzi, meeting her here, had robbed and mardered 
her. It was ascertained yesterday by a Times 


reporter that on July 21 last José Pezzi,a tall, 
black-bearded, fashionably dressed Spaniard, ac- 
companied by aclosely veiled woman, entered the 
office of L. W. Morris, General Passenger Agent of 
an Italian line of steamers, at No. 50 Broadway, 
and engaged passage for himself to Gibraltar on 
the steam-ship Archimede, which sailed for that 

rt on Aug. 2. He told the agent that be lived in 

rooklyn, near the navy-yard, at a number which 
Mr. Morris has forgotten. 

A few days afterward a small, plamp woman. 
with dark eyes and hair, —— about 85 years 
of age, visited the steam-ship office and inquirea 
whether Mr. Pezzi had en 
Archimede. When answered in the affimative she 
became very much agitated. She begged Mr. 
Byfus, the manager of the office, to save a berth 
for her in Mr. Pezzi'’s stateroom, promising to 
come on board the steamer the night before it 
sailed. She said that she was Pezzi's wife and 
wanted to accompany him to Spain, but that her 

arents objected. She had therefore run away 
rom her home and intended to join her husband 
onthe boat. She left her address as Mrs. Marie 
Adams Pezzi, in care of Mrs. Jennings, No. 51 Con- 
cord-street, Broeklyn When her attention was 
calied to the fact that her address was different 
from the one her husband bad given she explained 
it by saying that she did not think that it was pru- 
dent to live with her husband before their departure 
from America. This was her last visit to the 
office. On July 27 Mr. Byfus wrote a letter to her 
address, requesting her to decide atonce as to 
whether or not she intended to start, as he coula 
not save the berth any longer. This letter was 
never answered. A few days after Mr. Pezzi's 
visit several men, apparently farmers, went to the 
office and made inquiries regarding Pezzi. His 
address was given them. They also asked whether 
& Woman would accompany him. Thev were told 
that no woman had engaged passage at that time. 
It was afterward found that these men were the 
husband of the woman end some detectives. They 
found P-zzi at his Brooklyn boarding house, and 
endeavored to discover from him the address of 
Mrs. Tolman. He protested his entire ignorance, 
declaring that he bad not seen her since he had left 
Ciub River Village. After a brief interview the 
men left the City, no wiser than before. 

No. 51 Concord-street, where Mrs. Pezzi or Tol- 
man stopped whenin Brooklyn, is a boarding- 
bouse. Mrs. Jennings told the ee that on 
the morning of Friday, July 20,an elderly Hebrew 
lady, who said she lived near the navy-yard, ac- 
companied Mrs. Pezzi to the house and stated that 
Mrs. Pezzi was a young widow who had formerly 
lived in Boston. She intended to sail for Europe 
soon witha gentleman friend who boarded with 
ber, (the Hebrew lady.) Mrs. Jennings gave her a 
hall bedroom, and the board was paid in advance. 
She gave her name as Mrs. Maria Adams 
Pezzi. That afternoon Pezzi visited her, spending 
several hoursin her room. After his visit Mrs. 
Pezzi showed Mrs. Jennings a handsome diamond 
ring, and told her that her ‘*‘gentleman friend” 
had given it to her. The visits were continued 
every day until Wednesday, July 25. when Mrs. 
Pezzi packed her trunk, and had it sent to the foot 
of Cortlandt-street, this City. She bade Mrs. Jen- 
nings good-bye, and said !that she would start'tor 
Spain that night. She was afterward seen by Mrs, 
Jennings iate that same night io sounpeay with her 
Hebrew friend near the residence of the latter. 

Inguiries were made at the various Italian steam- 
ship offices, but nothing was ascertained concern- 
ing her. A careful investigation of the records of 
the Coroner's office failed to discover anything 
throwidg any further light upon her disappearance. 
The keeper of the Morzue says that no body an- 
ewering her description bas been found in the 
North River for severa! months.

AN EXCITING YACHT RACE | 


THE SWEEPSTAKES REGATTA FOR 
OPEN BOATS. 
A DAY’S BPORT VARIED BY ACCIDENTS—TWO 
OF THE BOATS CAPSIZED AND TWO LOSE 
THEIR MASTS. 


The sweepstakes regatta for open yachts, 
which has been the subject of discussion among 
yachismen for the past month, took place yester- 
day. During the forenoon the wind blew a gale 
from the north to north-west. The steam-boat 
Crystal Stream was engaged for the use of the 
judges, and she also carried about 200 passengers 
who went down the Bay to witness the race. She 
made her iast landing at the Fulton ferry, Brook- 
lyn, about 10 o'clock, and then headed for the At- 
lantic Yacht Club basin in South Brooklyn. She 
passed the yacht Annie, which had sailed down 
from Mystic, Conn., off Pierrepont stores, Brook- 
lyn, and reached the basin at 11:30 0’clock. As 
the steam-boat made fast to the wharf the Annie 
was seen coming down on the port tack off Frank 
Bates’s club-house. 

While the party aboard the steam-boat were 
commenting on her admirable sailing qualities the 
Annie caught a gust of wind, and as she had only 
a single reef in her mainsail she suddenly cap- 
sized. Hercrew scrambied up on her starboard 
side and awaited assistance. The sea was running 


so high, with a strong ebb tide, that the Crystal 
Stream was unable to go to her assistance, and 
a small fleet of surf-boats quickly sur- 
rounded the capsized craft. Finally a large 
row-boat manned by x» crew of four men took a 
line from the Annie and towed her within a few 
rods of the Atlantic dock. A hundred willing 
bands grasped the long hawser and drew the yacht 
alongs de the dock, where another hawser was at- 
tached to her spar and she was soon righted. None 
of ber crew had suifered from the disaster beyond 
a thorough wetting. The Ann'e was dragged upon 
the beach alongside the Alcyone Boat Club house, 
where the water was vumped out of her end her 
master fortunately having an extra set of sails on 
shore, they were sent for and she took her place 
for the race. 

The mishap to the annie caused a delay of near- 
ly three hours, but it probably prevented a more 
serious calamity, as the wind decreased in velocity 
in the meantime and a moderate sailing breeze was 
blowing when the signal for the start was given. 
There were six yachts in the race as follows: Lily 
R., 27 feet 5 invhes salling length, Theodore Rogers 
owner; Susie 8., 27 feet 8 inches, owned by Ed- 
ward Miller; Snoozer, 27 feet 8 inches, Thomas 
Kells, owner; Mistake, 27 feet 1 inch, Judge T. El- 
liott, owner; Mo.lie Bawn, 27 feet 6 inches, owned 
by Abram Metzger, and the Annie, 28 feet 9inches, 
H. H. Tifft, of Mystic, Conn., owner. The course 
was from a stake-boat flying a black flag with 
skull and cross-bones, anchored off the Atlantic 
Yacht Club basin: thence to and around the Rob- 
bin's Reef buoy to a stake-boat off Coney 
Island Point and return, the course to 
be satlied over twice. The race was 
sailed under the rules of the Brooklyn Yacht Club, 
except that there was no restriction as to the 
amount of bailast to be carried. No weight was 
permitted to be added afterthe start, and all 
“live” ballast was A pate to be carried through- 
out the race. Jib and mainsail ouly were allowed, 
except that a storm-jit was permitted. Thesignal 
for the start was given at 2:10 o'clock. The 
wind was still blowing from north-west, and 
the tide continued ebbing. With a reef in 
their mainsails and the storm-jib set in 
some instances, the fleet went about and crossed 
the line in the following order: Susie S., Mollie 
Bawn, Mistake, Snoozer, Lily R.,and Annie. After 
rounding the buoy on the port hand they all 
started off on the starboard tack for the buos at 
Robbin's Reef. The Crystal Stream, in the mean- 
time, headed for Coney Island Point. She had the 
stake-boat in tow. The judges asserted that 
the racing yachtemen had expressed the de- 
sire tnat the judges should personally anchor 
the stake-boat. The passengers growled loudly 
at the action of the judges. They argued that the 
stake-boat snould have been anchored inthe morn- 
ing, and as they wanted to witne-s the entire race, 
the judges had no right to suit their own con- 
venience in the matter.

The Snoozer was leadingin the race, and 
was rapidly increasing the distance between her 
and ber competitors when, as she was off the Bay 
Ridge dock and nearly home, her mast went by the 
board. Some of herecrew sprang into the water 
and gathered up the sails, which were hauled into 
the boat. The silver ball which had ornamented 
the peak of the mast became detached ana 
floated away. ‘“‘Dan"’ Donnelly dived into the 
waves and swam after it, capturing it 
before it sank, and making a _hand- 
some display of his swimming powers. The 
Snoozer was 80 near shore that she required no 
assistance, and the judges’ boat kept on in the 
wake of the racing yachts. The Connecticut boat 
was so far behind that ber friends on board the 
steamer decided to return to the City, and they 
were landed at the Sea Beach Railroad dock. The 
Crystal Stream then started after the remaining 
racers. The Annie reefed her jib and sailed on up 
the Bay bound for Mystic. The remaining four

It still continued to blow from the north-west, and 
all the skill of the sailing masters was severely 
taxed to prevent the yachts from going over as 
they rounded the Robbin’s Reef buoy the 
second time. They all succeeded except 
the Susie 8., which lost her mast. The 
other boats rounded the buoy as fol- 
lows: Mistake, 4:57:10; Mollie Bawn, 4:57:25; 

It was almost supset when the 
boats rounded Fort Lafayette the second time.

SUICIDE OF JAMES M. TUTHILL. 


LO8S OF FRIENDS AND OFFICE CAUSING HIM 
TO SHOOT HIMSELF. 

James M. Tuthill, 63 years old, a well-known 
Republican, and, until recently, a Deputy Collector 
of. Internal Revenue in Max Weber's district—the 
Third—sinot himself in the right side of the head 
yesterday afternoon in the private office of James 
Pyle, at No. 350 Washington-street, and died in 
less than haif an hour at the Chambers-Street Hos- 
pital. Mr. Tuthill lived at No. 344 West Eighteenth- 
street, and he leaves a wife, a son, and two dauzh- 
ters. He was born in Ulster County, N. Y., and 
came to this City when he was 23 years old. Fora 
quarter of a century he was a wholesale liquor- 
dealer at No. 124 Warren-street, and he was in the 
butter business with George Perlee at No, 335 
Greenwich-street. They did not prosper. He 
was, with John A. Kennedy and others, instru- 
mental in organizing the Republican Party in 
the Fifth Ward, and he controlied the district 
for many years. He was School Commissioner 
and School Trustee of the Fifth Ward. Twelve 
years ago his condition of fortune was eo far from 
prosperous that he sought a Government position, 
and he was appointed, through the interest of 
Pierre C. Van Wyck, a Deputy Collector, at a sal- 
ary of 31,400 perannum. When, last Spring, the 
revenue districts were consolidated Mr. Tuthill 
lost bis place. He was promised another and was 
taken into Collector Friedsam's office as notary 
public, a remunerative berth. He was also em- 
ployed as collector by an undertaker. The loss of 
many old friends, among them Pierre C. Van 
Wvyek, Andrew Bieakley, and Alexander M. C. 
Smith, recently, affected him greatly and he be- 
came despondent soon after he left the rev- 
enue service. At 38 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon he visited Mr. Pyle. They are oid 
friends, and Mr. Tuthill frequently went into 
his office to chat. Mr. Pyle met him on 
the sidewalk, and, in shaking hands with him, re- 
marked that he looked dejected. Mr. Tuthill 
passed several clerks in the main office as he 
walked to Mr. Pyle’s private office, and Mr. Pyle 
went to his engine-room. A few minutes later a 
shot was heard, and Mr. Tuthiil was found on the 
floor with a wound over the rightear. He moaned 
occasionally, and died 27 minutes after the shot 
was fired. Mr. Tuthill was a delegate to tne con- 
ve that nominated Abraham Lincoln for Presi-

A QUARREL BETWEEN PRESIDENTS BARRIOS 
AND sorTo. 

Panama, Aug. 25.—President Barrios, of 
Guatemala, and President Sota of Henauras, have 
fallen out, and their dispute will tend to promote 
discord in Central America. Sefior Soto wrote a 
long letter to Sefior Barrios from San Francisco, in 
which he told the latter that he sought to create 
anarchy in Honduras and to bring about a change 
of Government. He declares that bloodshed is 
not necessary to turn him out of office, and that 
he will resign rather than be the cause of creating 
that anarchy and disorder which wil! follow if 
the country is exposed to the machinations 
of Sefier Barrios. The latter answers by 
saying that he knew Sefior Soto was about to 
seek a pretext to abandon Honduras, many 
citizens of which had told him that there was 
much discontent in Honduras and a profound 
hatred of Sefior Soto; that he has appropriated 
all the riches of the yon? and that, having 
carried off everything he eould, and having noth- 
ing farther to expect and much to fear in Hondu- 
ras, he was ey wet to go abroad and enjoy his 
fortune with a determination never to return, and 
to attain which object he would appeal, as be now 
does, directly he thought himself in safety, to the 
opposition of Sefior Barrios as a pretext, Sefior 
Barrios warns Soto not to make the Guatemalan 
Government a pretext for not returning to Hondu- 
ras, and threatens that he will be liable to attack 
for the impertinence committed while thousands 
of miles of ocean are between them.

POOR OUTLOOK FOR COTTON. 


UNFAVORABLE REPORTS FROM THE MEM- 
PHIS BISTRICT. 

Mempuis, Tenn., Sept. 3.—The August cot- 
ton crop report for the Memphis district, which 
embraces West Tennessee, North Mississippi, North 
Arkansas, and North Alabama, to be published 
to-morrow by Messrs. Hill, Fontaine & Co., will 
say: ‘ Herewith is submitted a summary of the 


‘information contained in 3862 letters bearing an 


average date of Aug. 28. The outlook detailed in 
these letters is by no means encouraging. Drought, 
rust, and tne shedding of the squares and small 
bolls are mentioned as causes of complaint in near 
ly every portion of the district. In Mississippi only 
four correspondents report no injury from these 
causes. In Arkansas only 12 report no damage. 
Our July report indicated a decreased yield of 
cotton as compared with last year of 124 per 
cent., but owing to the causes alluded to the sum- 
mary of responses, upon which this report is based, 
points to a decrease in the F panen of fully 20 per 
cent. The hot. dry days and cool nights whioh 
have ees the past two weeks have virtually 
closed the growing season by promoting rust and 
shedding, and nothing now remains except for the 
bolls already formed to develop to maturity. Pick-
